The main feature of this table is that the floating population of 
insane at large, that is, persons not resident in any asylum, poor- 
house, or other institution, but living with their relativ es'or friends, 
has been reduced in ten years to the extent of 2,412, by. the ab- 
sorption. of 2,567 individuals into the various asylums provided for Decrease of 
them, and by an absolute falling off of 1 74 in the total number of ,a ’“ e ' 
insane in Ireland. 

This latter result is a very satisfactory one, particularly when it 
is remembered that the tendency of increased asylum accommoda- 
tion is as a rule to devclope the amount of insanity existing in a 
country by bringing to light a number of cases that would other- 
wise remain unknown. 

It is also a subject of congratulation to find that the institutions 
erected and maintained at so great a cost for the care and treat- 
ment of the insane, appear thus to have had a marked effect in 
arresting the progress of insanity, at least that conclusion may 
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fairly be deduced from these statistics which have been prepared 
with all possible accuracy. 

In our Seventeenth and Eighteenth Reports we referred at 
considerable length to the injurious consequences of the Act 30 
& 31 Vie., cap. 118, by which magistrates are empowered to 
commit any person brought before them, and alleged to have been 
“ discovered and apprehended under circumstances denoting a 
derangement of mind, and a purpose of committing some crime, 
for which, if committed, such person would be liable to be indicted” 
to the asylum of the district in which such insane person has been 
apprehended. 

In the former of these reports we forecast what would probably 
happen, and in the latter we gave a concise statement of what 
had actually occured, namely, the indiscriminate committal of 
reputed dangerous lunatics to district asylums, the compulsory 
admission thereby of all sorts of unfit persons, numerous cases in 
point being cited by us, the consequent interference with the 
regular course of admission by authority of Boards, with the 
advice and assistance of their medical officers, pointing out the 
defective working of the Act in many respects. 

The results of the past year have produced additional 
evidence upon the subject, for not only has this indiscriminate 
committal of alleged dangerous lunatics gone on as before, but 
we have found out that the Bridewells are now made receptacles 
for insane persons when brought before justices. 

In the Appendix will be found a return of fifty-two Bride- 
wells in which lunatics were placed from time to time by their 
orders — 149 persons having been thus dealt with during the year 
1869, nearly all of whom were subsequently transmitted on 
magisterial warrants to district asylums. Many of them had under- 
gone remands to Bridewell two or three times from one Petty 
Sessions day to another before the Justices were, as it would 
appear, able to come to a decision on the subject of their insanity, 
or to complete the necessary informations for committing them 
formally as dangerous lunatics ; so that in some instances persons 
were thus detained, foi’ eight or ten days at a time, in places 
where the accommodation and attendance are necessarily of the 
most imperfect description, and quite unsuited to the require- 
ments of the insane. 

Many of these cases are reported by the Bridewell-keepers to 
have been violent and destructive in their dispositions, and of 
course means had to be used to prevent them from destroying 
property or injuring themselves, such as confining their limbs, or 
otherwise restricting their movements, which, when left tobe done 
at the option of and in such manner as an inexperienced person, 
without suitable appliances at hand, can at the moment accomplish 
must unavoidably be attended with unnecessary pain and incon- 
venience to the unfortunate lunatic. 

The extent to which this system has gone will be best under- 
stood from the fact that out of 2,307 direct admissions into 
asylums in 1869 1,1 SO persons were committed as alleged danger- 
ous lunatics under the 30 & 31 Vic., 1,127 only being admitted by 
the Boards of Governors and Medical Officers in the ordinary way. 
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In our Eighteenth Keport, p. 7, we gave a tabular summary for Iotboduo. 
ten years of the number of lunatics admitted into district asylums, T0ET - 
showing the authority for their reception, to which summary the increase of 
following observations were added: “ It thus appears that while committals, 
the average admission of dangerous lunatics into asylums by Lord 
Lieutenant’s warrant was at the rate of 354 per annum for ten 
years past, thefirst year the Act 30 & 31 Vic., cap. 118, came into 
operation, transferring the power from the Lord Lieutenant to 
the Justices of the Peace, the admissions rose to 1,109, more than 
trebling the former average;” in the present year, as above stated, 
they have risen still further to 1,180. 

We think enough has been said to show that some change is 
necessary, particularly as there is ample accommodation in nearly 
all the asylums, and as the local Governors and Medical Officers are 
fully alive to the great importance of early treatment on the first 
appearance of symptoms of insanity, and have, moreover, full 
powers to accord instant admission to any urgent case that may be 
brought before them; it would on these grounds alone appear inex- 
pedient to continue to Justices that authority which has been 
exercised in the manner described, 

The number of persons discharged during the year was 1,625, Statistics, 
of whom 1,01 1 are returned as recovered, 471 improved, and 143 
unimproved. The recoveries thus reach 43‘8 per cent, on the 
admissions, which, deducting 310 transfers from one asylum to 
another, and 75 gaol cases, amounted to 2,307. The mortality was 
under 9 per cent., the deaths amounting to 556 on a daily average 
of 6,258 J inmates. These results are satisfactory, particularly the 
recoveries ; while if the mortality be calculated on the total num- 
ber under treatment, namely, 8,506, it only amounts to 6'5 per 
cent. The sanitary condition of the asylums generally has there- 
fore been on the whole favourable. No epidemic disease of any 
kind appeared, and but few cases of suicide — to which we shall 
refer individually in our special remarks on the asylums in which 
they occurred — have to be recorded. 

The total expenditure for the support and maintenance of Expenditure, 
district asylums for the year was £140,034 10s. lid., as against 
£132,528 2 s. Id. the previous year, being an increase of £7,506 
8s. id. This increase is accounted for by the additional number 
of patients under treatment during the year, the daily average 
being 6,258J as against 5,670 in 1868. Notwithstanding that the 
gross expenditure has thus risen, the average cost has diminished 
to the extent of £2 3 s- Id. per head per annum — the figures being 
respectively, in 1868, £24 10s. lid; 1869, £22 7s. id. 

We have to report in conformity with the Act 31 & 32 Vic., Audit of 
cap. 97, sec. 14, that the accounts of the various district asylums _ 118 
were duly audited for the year ending 31st December, 1868 ; a,nd 
we give in the Appendix a return setting forthall the information 
required by the statute. 

It is satisfactory to us to find, as we are sure it will be to your 
Excellency, to learn that on this the first local audit which has 
taken place, the Auditors were enabled generally to report to us 
in favourable terms as to the correctness of the accounts. We 
gather from the whole tenor of their observations that while room 
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for improvement in matters of detail existed in their opinions, 
still everything was in the main well conducted, and they have, 
save as regards one or two asylums the particulars of which have 
already been fully explained to the Executive, spoken in terms 
of praise of the way in which the fiscal business has been gene- 
rally carried on, suggesting, at the same time, such alterations in 
the mode of keeping the accounts as appeared to them to be 
called for by the circumstances. 

We notice a great disparity in the sums paid to the different 
Auditors for the performance of their duties, more than double the 
amount being assigned by the Governors of different asylums for 
apparently the same or even a less amount of work — this should 
not be the case. We are far from wishing to curtail the legitimate 
remuneration of these gentlemen, which has been laid down by 
the Act, sec. 11, at “such reasonable sum, not being less than 
two guineas for every day employed, as tbe Governors may from 
time to time appoint,” together with expenses of travelling to and 
from the place of audit. We, however, fail to perceive why, as at 
Ballinasloe, for instance, the Auditor for six days’ work, namely, 
from 2Sth June to 3rd July inclusive, was paid only £10, includ- 
ing travelling charges, for auditing the accounts of an asylum 
having 336 patients, and an expenditure of £7,500, while as at 
Mullingar, with a similar number of patients, and an expenditure 
of £6,800, a sum of £25 was paid for three days’ work, including 
also travelling charges. In like manner at Armagh, with an 
expenditure of £4,6613, the cost of auditing the accounts was only 
£7 13^. 5 d., while at Waterford it amounted to £18 Is. 4d.,tbe 
expenditure audited being £-1,006. 

In one instance only have we observed any disposition on the 
part of an Auditor to digress into matters rather conversant with 
the general administration of asylum affairs than witli his own 
immediate duties, which, as we understand the Act, consist in 
investigating the accounts, seeing that the sums payable to the 
governors aro duly brought to debit, that adequate vouchers and 
receipts for the expenditure are produced, and that there is legal 
authority for every item thereof. 

We shall now, according to the plan we have laid down for our 
annual reports, proceed to notice such facts connected with each 
asylum separately, as appear to us to be of sufficient importance 
$0 deserve mention. 



ARMAGH. 

When last reporting on this Asylum for your Excellency’s in- 
formation, it devolved upon us to describe a very unsatisiactory 
condition of things, crowded as it then was with persons com- 
mitted as dangerous lunatics, to the extent of fifty-five over its 
number, and being, moreover, one of tbe smallest institutions of 
the kind, and consequently least capable of temporary expansion 
on emergency — the chief officer obliged to live outside in order 
that liis apartments might be converted to the use of lunatics, and 
committals still accumulating — so matters continued until the 
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meeting of the Board held in March, 1869, when the following Ahmagh 
minute was recorded : — Asylum. 

“The Governors earnestly request the attention of the Inspectors 
to the memorandum made by Ur. Hatchell on the occasion of his 
visit to this asylum in February last, in which he expressed a hope 
that the asylum in Monaghan will be opened before the end of 
themonth of March. The Governors would urge the Inspectors to 
adopt whatever means may be in their power to secure the im- 
mediate opening of the asylum in Monaghan, so as to relieve this 
asylum from the inconvenience and risk to which it is exposed 
from overcrowding. The medical attendants have reported to-day 
that typhoid fever and diarrhoea have appeared amongst the 
inmates." 

In the face of this stale of things we used every exertion to Transference of 
hasten the opening of the new asylum, hut so many considerations 
are involved in such an undertaking, so various are the details to 
he attended to, and so necessary is it that every department . 
should be well organized and regulated before patients are ad- 
mitted, that it was not until May all could be declared in 
readiness, and at this time the inmates of the Armagh Asylum 
had increased to 237, being 67 over the proper number. The 
£ rst draft of lunatics was now removed, and by the month of 
July the whole of the Cavan and Monaghan patients, to the num- 
ber of 113, had been transferred to their new abode. 

TVe are happy to state that notwithstanding the overcrowding, 
and the fact of fever and diarrhoea havingactually appeared in the 
house, the death-rate has not much exceeded the average, only three 
cases, one offerer and two of diarrhoea, having terminated fatally. 

IS ow that the pressure has been taken off, and that there is improvements 
room to moveabout,vaviousintenialimprovements, which, although ^commended, 
urgently needed, could not be undertaken in the previously con- 
gested state of the house, will be carried out, amongst the most 
important of which are those connected with the sewerage and 
ventilation. 

The sanitary condition of the institution appears to have been 
to some extent influenced unfavourably by the exceptional circum- 
stances in wliich it has so long been placed, the mortality being 
11 per cent, on the daily average number of patients; ono case Case of suicide, 
of suicide is reported, a patient having poisoned herself with fluid 
carbolic acid, which was incautiously left down by ono of the 
female attendants, who was about to use it for disinlecting 
purposes. 

It appears that the resident Medical Superintendent had in- 
structed and cautioned the nurse, as well as the attendants, and 
nurses generally in regard to the use of the fluid. The Coroner s 
Jury, however, did not think her to blame, and returned a verdict 
accordingly. 

A case of poisoning from precisely the same cause occurred in 
another Asylum in 1867, which was also the subject of a Coroners 
Inquest, with a similar result. 

Of 99 admissions, 65 or two-thirds, were persona committed 
J ustiees as dangerous lunatics. 
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BALLTNASLOE. 

The works for providing additional accommodation, mentioned 
in our Eighteenth Report, have been in active progress during 
the year, and will, it is expected, soon be completed. The increase 
of room will not, however, he available a moment too soon look- 
ing to the wholesale committal of lunatics by J ustices under the 
recent enactment, for out of 8S admissions 79 were in the category 
of “ dangerous lunatics,” so that the Governors and Medical Officers 
had a voice in the admission of only nine cases. 

One case of suicide occurred, a male patient while working on 
the ground suddenly jumped into the river, and was drowned. A 
Coroner’s inquest was held upon the remains, and a verdict had 
in accordance with the facts, exonerating the attendants from blame. 

There is a great reduction this year on the average cost of 
maintenance, amounting to £2 5s. id. 
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BELFAST. 

Here, as in Armagh, much inconvenience has been experienced 
from overcrowding — at one time there were 415 patients, or 85 
over the proper number in the house, and on our taking steps to 
have a lunatic, J. S., who had been two years in the gaol at 
Belfast, transferred to this asylum, the Board at its meeting on 
4th January, 18C9, passed the following resolution — “Resolved, 
that the overcrowded state of the house with inmates compulsorily 
sent in as dangerous lunatics, renders it impossible to admit J. S., 
and further, that several cases in ordinary, and under no control, 
only such as can be badly provided at home by their own poor 
relations, are awaiting vacancies for admission.” In spite of this 
no fewer than eighteen alleged dangerous lunatics were com- 
mitted in less than a month from the date of the resolution ; and 
one of the day-rooms had to be converted into a dormitory, 
however inconvenient, to meet the unexpected demand. 

It was only in October last that relief was afforded by the 
transference of the Down patients to the new asylum erected at 
Downpatrick, and henceforth this institution will no more be 
subject to the evil from which it has so long suffered. 

New water-closets, lavatories, bath-rooms, and sculleries are in 
course of erection, as well as a dining-hall, which we recommended, 
and which has received the unanimous approval of the Board. 

We regret that a deficiency in the water supply has occurred. 
The supply has been obtained from two wells on the premises, 
worked by a steam pump, and finding it failing the Board applied 
to the Water Commissioners of Belfast ; but the only terms on 
which they would give water were by assessing the institution at 
the domestic rate, which would amount to so large a sum that the 
Board did not feel justified in agreeing thereto- They are, how- 
ever, taking other moans to supply the deficiency. 

Out of 195 patients received during the twelvemonths, 74 only 
were admitted in the ordinary course, the remainder, 121. being 
committed under the Act as alleged dangerous lunatics. 

The number Bet down in the first return furnished to us by the 
Resident Medical Superintendent at the end of the year as having 
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been discharged recovered, was 129, and improved, 186, total, Belfast 
315 ; in a subsequent return he, however, makes the recovered Asti - pm - 
197, improved 92, leaving a balance of 26 unaccounted for, while 
in the detailed tables of recoveries he gives 128 as the number. 

We merely mention this fact because great stress was laid upon 
the number of recoveries shown as annually taking place in the 
Belfast Asylum, such recoveries being attributed by the Board of 
Governors to the fact that chaplains were not allowed to minister 
to the spiritual wants of the inmates in that institution. 

The chaplaincy question, so long a subject of controversy, and Chaplaincy 
so frequently pressed on the attention of Government inourannual 9 u “ llon - 
reports was, while these pages were going through the press, 
finally disposed of by the appointment by your Excellency of a 
Protestant, a Roman Catholic, and a Presbyterian chaplain. 

Having communicated directly with the three reverend gentlemen, 
and received their assurances on the subject, we entertain the 
belief that so far as they are concerned, nothing will occur to 
disturb the harmony that should exist among all denominations, 
particularly in a lunatic asylum, and that in conformity with the 
Privy Council rules, while doing all in their power to comfort and 
soothe the members of their respective creeds, and to promote 
friendliness and good-will amongst them and their fellow-patients, 
they will strictly avoid all topics of controversy. 

We trust, too, nowthat the questionisat length solved, the Resident 
Medical Superintendent, whose personal dislike to the introduction 
of chaplains has been all along no secret, will lend himself to the 
good work by facilitating the chaplains in the discharge of their 
duties by every moans in his power ; so that should a falling off 
unhappily take place in the annual number of recoveries for the 
future, it might not he attributed to a different cause than the 
effects of religious consolation administered by clergymen to the 
members of their own flocks. 



CARLOW. 



Carlow 

Asylum. 



The inmates of this asylum have increased during the year from statistics. 
153 to 174, the number of admissions being 58, of which 32 were 
committals by Justices under the Act, and 26 ordinary cases; 
referring in his annual report to the Governors, published by order 
of the Board, to the committal of these 32 alleged dangerous 
lunatics, the Resident Medical Superintendent, Dr. Howlett, 
observes, “ At least 20 of them wore quiet, and might have been 
admitted in the ordinary way. Two patients were committed from 
Naas in a dying state, one of them labouring under general 
paralysis from disease of the brain, and without any power what- 
ever of locomotion. 

“By reference to Table V. it will be seen that two patients were Dangerous 
committed to the asylum, one whose malady was certified to be lunatlra - 
hysteria, the other labouring under delirium tremens — both these 
patients were committed by Athy magistrates. The former 
laboured under some excitement, caused by a young policeman 
breaking off an engagement with her.” On a representation of the 
fects from this department to Government by one of the Inspectors, 
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who made a special investigation of them, the conduct of this man 
formed a subject for investigation by the Inspector-General of 
Constabulary, and was deemed so gross that he was dismissed 
from the service. The person who was labouring under delirium 
tremens was discharged on recovering from that malady. It is 
added that “ Many patients committed by the magistrates are 
brought to the asylum at very unreasonable hours, which causes 
considerable inconvenience.” 

The male side of the house is, moreover, inconveniently 
crowded, so that if any more men are committed, the Resident 
Medical Superintendent, having no power to refuse, must only 
improvise accommodation as best he can, by the conversion of 
day rooms or corridors into sleeping apartments. There is a 
margin of 31 vacancies on the female side, but, of course, quite 
unavailable for the opposite sex; so that the only thing is to pro- 
vide increased room for men as soon as possible, and the G overnors 
have applied to your Excellency in Council for the necessary 
authority, and for an advance of money under the Act, to do so. 

The new domestic offices, kitchen, laundry, store rooms, &c., 
will, it is expected, be available in a short time, as also the bath- 
rooms, which are being remodelled and improved. 

CASTLEBAR. 

There is no important change to record in regard to the affairs 
of tins asylum. The admissions for the year amounted to 64, 30 
being ordinary cases admitted by the Governors and Physicians, 
and 34 committed by Justices as dangerous lunatics ; one of these 
latter cases manifested no symptom of insanity from the day of 
his admission to that of his discharge, a period of six weeks. 
The following is a copy of the certificate : — 

“ 2nd July, 1869. — We certify that from the date of J. K.’s admis- 
sion to the present period he has not shown the least symptom of in- 
sanity. We therefore discharge him in conformity with the Act, as 
pointed out in the Inspector’s letter of 1st July. 

(Signed) “ J. Ebmundsox, Resident Medical Superintendent. 

“ M. J. Jordax, Consulting and Visiting Physician.” 

The facts of this case are of such a peculiar nature, and illus- 
trate so well tlie uses to which the statute may be turned, that 
we quote them in extenso as they appear in the report of the 
Resident Medical Superintendent, entered on the minutes of the 
proceedings of the Board of Governors, at a meeting held on the 
12th June, 1809. 

“ J . K., since his admission on warrant on May 20, has manifested 
no symptoms of insanity ; he is described as an epileptic patient, but 
has not yet got any epileptic seizure. I fear that this is a case which 
should not have been sent in. From what I can learn the fits are of a 
mild character, with intermissions of a month or more, succeeded by 
mental derangement of a harmless character, which generally passes 
off in a few hours. He is in comfortable circumstances, being woi'th in 
every way some AG00. 

“ About a month before admission he threw up some blood, and he 
and his wife were under the impression that he would die. Haring 
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over £100 in bank, he asked his wife for the receipts, as he -wished to 'Cmxkuab 
secure the money to his children in the event of death, which she re- Aarrcj;. 
fused, and being naturally a hot-tempered man, he threatened to strike 
her in the heat of the argument, which he states was the groundwork of 
the committal. 

“ The brother states that he wanted the wife and father-in-law to pay 
a trifle to a person to look after him for a day or two occasionally when 
required, which they refused.” 

Tfc is perfectly clear that in this case, which we adduce, not as a 
solitary one, hut in reality as exemplifying a too common pro- 
cedure, no sufficient grounds existed either for committing the 
man as a dangerous lunatic, or placing him in an asylum at all ; 
and it is open to strong suspicion that the wife and father-in-law 
were acting rather in their own interests than in the interest of 
J. K. Had this man been presented for admission in the ordinary 
way, not forced in by a magisterial warrant, no doubt he would 
have escaped incarceration in an asylum, for the same knowledge 
and experience that enabled the Medical Officers at once to 
pronounce him sane would have been exercised in rejecting him 
altogether as an unfit case from the absence of all symptoms of 
mental derangement. 

The conduct of the attendants and employees continues to Conduct of 
engage the anxious attention of the Resident Medical Superinten- 
dent, and we regret to find that he was obliged to dismiss so re- 
sponsible an officer as the steward and gardenerfor immoral conduct 
in bringing an unfortunate female on to the asylum premises, where 
she was found locked up in a room in which he had placed her. 

The moral character of those employed about the insane should 
be unimpeachable, and it cannot be too strongly impressed upon 
them that the slightest deviation from strict rectitude in this 
respect will always be visited with instant dismissal. 

The attendance of Governors at Board meetings was very Non-attendm-co 
irregular, no Board having assembled in February though twice 
summoned, and none in July, August, or September ; so that in 
point of fact from 26th June to 2nd October no business was 
transacted by the Governors. The contractors’ bills could not be 
paid or the accounts made up or settled, and much inconvenience 
must necessarily have been the result. 

The Board consists of nineteen members, of whom three form 
a quorum, and are competent to the discharge of all business 
coming within their province. 

We find that one Governor attended at the asylum on twelve 
occasions, one on nine, one on seven, one on six, one on four, two 
on two, two on one, and ten did not attend at all. 

We alluded in our last report to the non-attendance of Gover- 
nors at the meetings called at this asylum, in the hope that as 
these reports are available for the perusal of all members of the 
Board, they would see the necessity for abetter attendance in future, 
and we would now recommend the appointment of some addi- 
tional Governors with that object, particularly as the Privy Council 
rules expressly require that a meeting of the Board shall be 
held regularly once a month. 
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CLONMEL (PARENT ASYLUM.) 

There is a want of room here, and beds have to be made upon 
the floors for dangerous lunatics when they arrive. Of the 05 ad- 
missions, 5T were of this class, 38 being ordinary cases ; and here, 
as elsewhere, are to be found amongst the alleged “ dangerous 
lunatics,” several, who were reported to be tranquil and unsuitable, 
one a harmless idiot, and one not insane. 

J. E. was received under a magisterial warrant on the 23d June, 
1869, he had been an inmate of the Borrisokane Union Work- 
house, and becoming insane in that institution, was committed to 
the asylum, to which he was brought by an escort of Constabulary. 
It was found that he had received a dislocation of the shoulder 
during transmission, having fallen off the vehicle on which he was 
being conveyed; on making inquiry it appeared that he was 
subj ect to fits, a fact which it is stated had not been communicated 
to the escort, as it should have been. 

The next case is from the same locality, and the following are 
the remarks made by us at the time in bringing it under the notice 
of Government — “ A young female aged twenty-six, an inmate.of 
the Borrisokane Workhouse, and described in the medical certifi- 
cate attached to the warrant of committal as ‘ Miss J. K,’ was 
committed under the Act 30 & 31 Tic., cap. 118, as a dangerous 
lunatic on the 8thinst. (October, 1869), to the Clonmel District 
Lunatic Asylum, the charge being that of threatening to commit 
suicide, and. the information having been simply made by another 
inmate of the workhouse. She was thereuponsent to theasylum, 
a distance of forty miles, under escort of two policemen, and 
without any female attendant. 

“ She is reported to be of the better class, and the probable cause 
of her malady is stated to be ‘ constitutional derangement and 
mental anxiety from family circumstances and disappointment,’ it is 
also stated that she had 1 no friends in the locality.’ The Resident 
Medical Superintendent and the Consulting and Visiting Physician 
of the Asylum certify that she ‘ is and appears to be quiet, gentle, 
and harmless,’ adding that, ‘ her manners are ladylike and mild.’ 

“ A great number of cases have from time to time been brought 
under His Excellency’s notice since the Act came into operation 
(1st January, 1868), illustrative of its injurious effects on the 
interests and condition of the insane poor, and of the inconsiderate 
manner in which Justices frequently commit persons as dangerous 
lunatics, who either should not be committed at all, not being fit 
objects for asylum treatment, or who being so, should be sent 
to the asylum in the ordinary and regular mode. 

“In their report to His Excellency for the year 1868 thelnspec- 
tors entered fully into this subject, giving a number of instances 
in which warrants had been most improperly issued. The com- 
mittals for the current year fully sustain the remarks they then 
felt it their duty to make, and indeed that now under observation 
appears to exceed in unfitness any former one, for however desir- 
able it might have been to place the unfortunate young person in 
an institution for the treatment of insanity, on account of her 
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alleged suicidal tendencies, the Inspectors consider, with the report Clonmel 
of the Medical Officers of the asylum before them as to her ap- 

pearance, conduct, and demeanour on her arrival at the institution, 

and bearing in mind the melancholy causes which are stated to 
have reduced her first to the position of inmate of a poorhouse, 
and then to that of a lunatic, that the course adopted in her 
regard was uncalled for. 

“In any case they think it would have been advisable to have had 
her accompanied by one of her own sex, when a single male 
escort would have sufficed, particularly as she displayed no disposi- 
tion to violence. In making these observations the Inspectors 
wish to guard against imputing the slightest want of propriety 
to the Constabulary, who, as a rule, they have always found 
most humane and considerate towards the insane intrusted to 
their charge.” 

At the meeting of the 12th October, 1869, the Resident Medi- 
cal Superintendent observes in his report to the Board, “ I can- 
not omit to state that the asylum is crowded to excess, and that the 
pressure from warrants is so great, it will be soon impossible to 
meet the demands for admission.” A Committee of Governors was 
thereupon immediately formed to consider how. far additional 
accommodation could be provided at the Auxiliary Asylum, to 
relieve in some measure the Parent House from overcrowding. 



CLONMEL AUXILIARY ASYLUM. Clonmel 

A change took place in the management of this institution at 

the close of the year 1868— Dr. Tyner, the. Resident Medical 

Superintendent having been promoted to a similar position in the 
new asylum at Do wn patrick. He was succeeded here by Dr. Garner, 
under whose superintendence during 1869, the asylum has main- 
tained its previous character for usefulness and suitability as a 
receptacle for chronic and incurable cases from the parent house. 

At their meeting held in 'reference to increasing the accommo- 
dation, the Board approved of the plans, prepared by Mr. VVn 
kinson, architect to the Commissioners, for the erection of an 
additional building of two stories in height, containing twelve 
cells on each floor, also of the removal of the working men s 
day-room, and the construction of a new dining hall, SO x 60 feet, 
as well as of a new day-room on t]ae female side. 

Suitable chapel accommodation is also in course of construction 
for both institutions, and when these improvements, with in- 
creased dormitory provision, are completed, we expect the Parent 
and Auxiliary Asylums will he in very efficient working order. 



CORK. 

There has again been a marked increase in the number of inmates 

in this asylum, the number resident on 31st December, 1869, being Increase of 
600, against 572 in 1868. The sexes are about equally divided, 6 • 
viz., 304 males and 296 females. It appears on reference to our 
Sixth Report — the first published after the opening of this asylum 
that there were 353 patients in it on the Slst March, 1S53, accom- 
modation having been provided for 500, and ample margin being

Cork left, as it was then thought, for future admissions, hut in ten years 
Asylum, time, that is in the year 1863, it had received its full number, so 
Additional that further provision had to be made, and there is now room for 
accommodation. 6go patients ; looking, however, to the rate at which admissions 
have increased for the last two years, it may fairly be inferred that 
some further extension will soon be called for, and that the sugges- 
tion contained in our Eighteenth Repoi't to erect an asylum for 
the Western Riding of this large county may eventually have to 
be acted on. 

The average number of admissions annually for the five years 
immediately preceding the passing of the 30 & 3 1 Vic., c. 118, was 
177, while for the two subsequent years, 1868-1869, it was 208 ; no 
less than 222 admissions having occurred in the latter year, and of 
Hanserou these 104, or nearly one-half, were persons committed as dangerous 

lunatics. lunatics. 

On the 1 2th February, 1869, the Resident Medical Superintend- 
ent, in his monthly report to the Board of Governors, says — 

“ I regret to have to call your attention to the rapidly increasing 
number of cases of insanity crowding into the institution. There arc 
at present 591 in the house, which was constructed for only 500. During 
the month of January no less than twelve cases were sent in on magis- 
trates’ warrants, and four this month, the last on the 10th, on a manu- 
script committal which appears to me irregular. I should have sent the 
case hack but that the poor old woman would have to be taken back to 
near Crookhaven, nearly seventy miles off.” 

Extraordinary A singular case may. he cited as showing the interpretation of 
SrTofp 1 ’ s 'which this Act is capable in the minds of some Justices. P. S., 
an idiotic child of apparently about ten years old, diminutive even 
for that age, and still in petticoats, was received on 6th July, 
1869, under warrant. He was seen shortly after by one of the 
Inspectors, to whom he appeared to be an inoffensive quiet little 
creature, and the Resident Medical Superintendent reported that 
he had not shown the slightest tendency to violence from the 
time he was placed in the asylum ; yet this mere infant was sent 
fromBerehavento Cork, a distance of more than 120 miles, under a 
Constabulary escort at the public expense, as a “ dangerous lunatic.’’ 
A further peculiarity of the case is that in the person of one of 
the committing magistrates, the offices of Justice of the Peace and 
Dispensary Doctor were combined, and that ho acted under the 
statute in the double capacity, first certifying as to the dangerous 
luuacy of the child, and then signing the warrant for his commit- 
ment. On the case being brought by us under the notice of 
Government, the magistrates were at once communicated with, 
but they defended their procedure by asserting the violent and 
dangerous character of the child, and stating that they acted as 
they had done from a sense of duty. 

DOWNPATRICK. 

This asylum having been completed, tho Governors appointed 
by your Excellency assembled at the institution on the 15th May, 
i860, and held their first Board Meeting at which, and the subse- 
quent meetings prior to the admission of patients, steps were 
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taken to organize a suitable staff in accordance with the statute, dowxpatrick 
Some misapprehension, however, arose on the subject, as the fact Asylum. 
appeared to have been lost sight of that the power to define the 
staff and fix the. salaries is specially reserved by the Act to the 
Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council. 

Having, however, obtained the views of the Board as to the Appointment of 
various officers and servants, in which, amongst other things, they offiMrs - 
recommended the appointment of an Assistant to the Resident 
Medical Superintendent in place of an Apothecary, the Inspectors 
submitted a list of the proposed staff' and salaries, for approval ; 
the only point on which they differed with the Governors, being 
in regard to the Matron’s salary, which they considered had been MatronWaiy. 
fixed at too low a scale, viz., £40, and they accordingly suggested 
that it should be fixed on the same scale as that of the Matrons 
in other asylums, who receive from £80 to £100 a year. 

In making this suggestion tho Inspectors were actuated by a 
desire to secure the good of the service, believing that nothing 
can possibly tend more to elevate the character and general tone 
of an asylum in a social aspect, as regards the female inmates, 
both servants and patients, than the presence and example of a 
suitable person in the capacity of Matron, one whose per- 
sonal respectability, education, demeanour, and social position 
will claim respect and ensure obedience. On the other hand, to 
assign so small a salary as £40 a year to a Matron, however highly 
qualified, places her in a position of such dependence, that she can 
hardly be looked up to with tho feelings that should he entertained 
by inferiors towards persons in authority. lour Excellency con- 
curred in our views, but desired that the matter might he further 
considered by the Governors before giving your final decision. The 
case rests hero. We trust, however, that before this report has 
issued, it will he settled in a satisfactory manner, and that the 
desire of your Excellency will be carried out. 

The preliminary arrangements having been completed, the staff Adrai^ious of 
organized, the asylum furnished, funds for support and mainten- r a,ieilts - 
ance duly provided, and contracts for supplies entered into, the 
patients from Belfast were removed in drafts of 50 at a time, the 
county gaol being also relieved of the lunatics confined therein, 
and by the close of the year this asylum, built lor 300, had 222 
patients resident in it, or w'ithin 78 of the full number in three 
months after its opening. 

Of course, referring to so brief a period of time as three months, 
it is needless to enter into any details. W e may, however, observe 
that so far everything has gone on satisfactorily, and that we have 
had no reason to complain of the general arrangements. Some of 
the servants employed in the first instance had to be discharged 
for drunkenness, but the prompt action taken in reference to 
them, and the system of discipline carried out by the Resident 
Medical Superintendent, has had a salutary effect, and no further 
ground for complaint appears to have been felt in this respect. 
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Dangerous 
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The progress of this institution, -which is now two years and 
some months in operation, has been most satisfactory. Erected for 
26D. it contained at the close of the year 218 patients, being 
within 42 of its full complement — this leaves by no means too 
large a margin for future requirements. 

The admissions during the year amounted to ‘63, 33 being 
committed as alleged dangerous lunatics under the Act, and of 
these latter 16 are reported to he “ tranquil and unsuitable.” 

Case of G. w. As evidence of the operation of the Act in this asylum, we select 
the case of G. IV., a gentleman highly connected, and in a very 
respectable position, who, having led rather a wild life, became 
insane, was committed as a dangerous lunatic, and forced into 
the asylum at the public expense, the committal being signed by 
his uncle, as one of the committing magistrates. Having in the 
course of a month progressed so far towards recovery as to be 
allowed out on the grounds on parole, he escaped from the insti- 
tution. Two attendants were sent in pursuit, who traced him to 
Dublin to his father’s house, and on his way back, while under their 
charge, he jumped from the train, and suffered severe internal 
injuries, from which, however, he recovered. The recapture and 
restoration of this patient to the asylum was attended with con- 
siderable expense to the ratepayers of the county. 

On our inspections we drew attention to certain defects in the 
building, with a view to the application of a remedy, also to the 
state of the grounds, and of the airing courts, which require to he 
properly laid down. The sewerage from the kitchen and scullery 
is defective, the water-closets in the yards are also in a very 
unsatisfactory state, and as the purity of the atmosphere in an 
institution containing so many inmates depends so much on the 
completeness of the arrangements in regard to these matters, we 
commented strongly upon them in the minutes left by us on the 
hooks of the institution. 

There has been a- great decrease in the cost of maintenance, the 
average in 1868 being £27 2s. lid., against £23 '2s. 5d. in the 
present year, being a saving of £4 Os. Id. per head ; this is partly 
accounted for by the increased number of patients, amongst whom 
the outlay has been divided, partly bv the fact that for the first 
year or so after opening expenses are necessarily greater, and 
partly by a slight diminution in the contract prices of supplies. 
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ENNISCORTHY. 

The number of patients in this asylum increased from ITS 
in December, 1868, to 198 at same date in 1869- The admissions 
during the year amounted to CO, of whom only 20, or one-third 
were committed as aleged dangerous lunatics, 28 having been 
received as urgent cases by the Medical Officers, and 12 ordinary- 
patients whose admission was by order of the Board. The 
course of admission here shows how little necessity exists for the 
compulsory powers of the Act, for had the 20 persons sent in 
under it as dangerous lunatics been presented for admissioi) as 
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urgent cases, if they were so in reality, the Medical Officers would Essrscoyrni 
have admitted them under the l’rivy ( outicil rules. Asylum. 

( n our inspections throughout the year we invariably found the 
asylum in a high state of efficiency as regards its internal arrange- 
ments and management, while its sanitary state was all that could 
be desired, and we left minutes to that effect upon the asylum 
hooks, pointing out at the same time several matters connected 
with the buihling which required attention, such as the dampness 
in certain portions thereof, the want of painting to the wood work, 
the erection of stables, &c. 

There lias been a diminution of £18 la. 8«J. per head in the cost Expenditure, 
of support and maintenance here for the past year, attributable to 
the great increase in the number of patients, as well as to the fact 
that in the first year of its opening certain expenses were incurred 
and included in the maintenance account that are no longer neces- 
sary. Altogether, the condition arid progress of this institution 
is highly satisfactory, and reflects credit on the liesident Medical 
Superintendent and staff. 

KILKENNY. Kiuanmv 

Astlum. 

There were 178 patients here at the close of the year, being an Statisticg> 
increase of 23 on the previous year, and 38 over the number for 
which the asylum was built. With regard to admissions, the 
Resident Medical Superintendent observes in his annual report to 
the Board, “ 23 were received by Justices’ warrants as dangerous Dangerous 
lunatics, some of whom, in my opinion, were not of that character, uualics# 
and whose cases could be met by the usual application to the 
Board. _ ... 

“ Moreover, some were brought late at night during inclement 
weather, causing additional bodily risk, also hound and handcuffed, 
and bearing marks of rough usage on their persons. The lateness 
of the arrival of these patients disturbed and excited otheis pre- 
viously at rest in the divisions. From the increase of patients 
admitted under the recent Act, the male side of the house has be- 
come overcrowded, and latterly has rendered it difficult to have 
the same order observed as heretofore. 

“ Under the Act patients must be admitted although possessed ot 
property, thereby shutting out so far the pauper class, for whom 
these institutions were originally designed.’ 1 

On our inspections, which were frequent throughout the year, 
we found the asylum generally in a very satisfactory condition, ana 
left minutes to that effect on the books. On one occasion only it 
did not come up to its usual neat and orderly appearance m the 
male divisions, owing doubtless to overcrowding on that side of the 
house. We think that before long the question of extending the 
accommodation must he considered, at least for male lunatics, as 
there are at present 23 men in the institution beyond the number 
for which it was originally constructed. 
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Kitxahney RILLARNEY. 

Asylum. A further increase of 14 patients occurred here in 18P9,the num- 
ber resident on 31st December being 271, against 257 the previous 
Dangerous year. Of 73 admissions 53 were persons committed as “ dangerous 
lunatics. lunatics” under the Act, and with respect to some of whom the 
Resident Medical Superintendent observes in liis annual report, 
they “ decidedly could not be so classified according to the definition 
given to the termby the Acf of Parliament.’' He adds, “ the great 
majority of these cases were charged with assault, but sonic of 
the assaults were of so trivial a nature that they would scarcely 
have been punished with a shilling fine in the Sessions Court.” 

Unfit ora. To take one or two cases in illustration, as reported by the Resi- 
dent Medical Superintendent. H. 0., was “ an old. woman, unable to 
walk, or even to vise from the chair or hed, in consequence of an 
old injury of the knee-joint — somewhat abusive occasionally in her 
language — insane, but only requiring ordinary nursetending, sent 
hero from Tralee workhouse.” B. L., “an exhausted girl, far- 
advanced in consumption, insane, said to have broken windows, 
and to have threatened to beat her sister.” 

J. D., “ sent under a warrant altogether improperly filled up, 
and utterly worthless,” &c. 

These and similar cases show how easily “ dangerous lunatics,” 
who, to bring them within that category, should be “ discovered 
and apprehended under circumstances denoting a derangement of 
mind and a purpose of committing an offence, for which, if com- 
mitted, they would he liable to he indicted,” can he manufactured 
although incapacitated by physical weakness from any acts of a 
dangerous or offensive character. 

Want of room. • This asylum having over 30 patients beyond the number for 
which it was originally designed, is manifestly unable to meet the 
demand upon its resources. In our last report we alluded 
specially to this subject, observing that — “ To obviate the present 
overcrowding, and to anticipate the dangerous results that may 
arise therefrom, we see no other alternative in the absence of a 
well regulated provision in poorhouses for the due care and main- 
tenance of the demented, tranquil, and harmless classes, as well 
as for such epileptics and imbeciles as the Medical Officers might 
select, but an enlargement of the building on the male side, and 
which might be effected at a probable cost of from £l,000 to 
£5,000. This is a question, however, for the consideration of the 
Governors in the first instance.” 

The Board of Governors have since appointed a Building Com- 
mittee to consider the subject, and to report upon the best means 
of enlarging the present building, no doubt, therefore, a decision 
will speedily be come to.

LETTERKENNY. 

Constructed for 300, this Institution, now in the fourth year of 
its operation, contains 219 inmates, being an increase of 22 on the 
previous year; there are thus 51 vacancies still left; it may con- 
sequently be taken that sufficient provision exists for the future 
requirements of the insane poor of the district. The results of 
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the year as regards the working of the asylum have been very Letterkjssxt 
satisfactory, although a slight increase has occurred in the rate Asylum. 
of mortality; there is, however, a marked improvement in the 
percentage of recoveries, and in the fiscal department a decrease 
of £3 3s. 4of. per head per annum is observable on the support 
and maintenance account for the year. 

Everything being in a creditable state, and the institution in 
efficient working order throughout, there does not appear to 
be any topic connected with it calling for special remark on our 
part. 

LIMERICK. Limerick 

A considerable reduction of the staff of servants, especially of A hV1,m r ’ 
the female attendants, took place here consequent on the removal Reauction of 
of the Clare patients to the new asylum at Ennis, but owing to !,aK 
the rapidity with which the inmates increased in number, we 
found on our visits of inspection that the proportion of attendants 
to patients was quite too small, the average on the female side 
being one attendant to seventeen patients, and we accordingly 
drew the special attention of the Governors to the subject in the 
minutes left by us on the asylum books. Although an additional male 
arid two females were subsequently employed, it appears that at 
the close of the year there were only 11 men in charge of 176 
patients, and 11 women in charge of 183, thus on the average 
there were over 16 patients for each attendant; this is, we consider 
quite beyond the number that an attendant can. take proper care 
of, and we trust the Board will adopt the usual proportion of 
attendants so essential to the well working of an institution for 
the insane. 

The alterations referred to in our last report as necessary for AlkiattamrnJ 
the improvement of the institution have engaged the anxious con- '“P™'™ 1 ™ - 
sideration of the Board; hut as yet, beyond some minor details, 
nothing of importance has been effected, although frequently 
discussed by the G overnors. 

The establishment being over 42 years in use, has of course 
been affected by the wear and tear of occupation, particularly in 
the interior, and many improvements in matters of detail, as regards 
asylum arrangements, have been discovered in the interim ; hence 
it has become necessary to make certain changes here in accord- 
ance with the progress of the times, and we anticipate that the 
Governors will take the necessary steps with that object without 
further delay. 

The general working of the institution has, as heretofore, been 
deserving of approbation, notwithstanding the drawbacks above 
alluded to. The rate of mortality is very low, 18 on a daily 
average of 348, or little over 5 per cent. The recoveries are also 
satisfactory, while the cost of maintenance is below the average. 



LONDONDERRY. 

Here, as at Limerick, with the exception of some absolutely 
indispensable house repairs, nothing has yet been done in the 
way of improving or extending the accommodation tor patients, the 
necessity for which was strongly represented in our last report. 



LosnoSDERKY 

Asylum. 
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LomomiBaBr One of the Inspectors having attended a meeting of the Board 
Asylvm. on November, 1869, and brought the matter 

Increased specially under notice, the Governors passed a resolution to the 
accommodation following effect : — “ Prior to taking into consideration the pro- 
necessaiy. position of increasing the accommodation of this asylum, and 
effecting the improvements as suggested by the Inspector, -we 
are of opinion that it is highly advisable before the estimated 
expenditure of probably£G,000 be undertaken, thatinasmuehastbe 
award of the Government Valuator appears excessive, a committee 
be appointed to collect the particulars on which the award was 
founded, and to report to the next meeting of the Board of 
Governors. 1 ' 

This resolution refers to the award made as to the sum to he 
refunded to the county Donegal on its separation from the 
district of Londonderry in consideration of its original contribu- 
tion to the erection of the Derry Asylum. 

We earnestly hope that the Governors will come to a speedy 
.solution of the matter, as there can be rio> question whatever 
about the urgency of improving and extending the accommodation 
for the insane poor of the Londonderry district. 

Case of suicide. A case of poisoning occurred here from somewhat a similar 
cause to that which occurred in the Armagh asylum. It appears 
that some subacetate of copper had been in a press in the nurse’s 
room for two years, since the room was coloured with a portion 
of same, and according to the statement of the Resident Medical 
Superintendent, it is supposed the patient, Mary Iiyrne, swallowed 
a portion of it, whether with an intention of committing suicide 
or not, did not transpire ; an inquest was held, hut no post mortem 
made, the verdict being simply, “ We find that Mary Byrne came 
to her death from some poisonous substance unknown to us.” 

The whole proceeding seems to have been characterized by 
carelessness; the jury expressed no opinion as to the culpability 
or otherwise of the parties who were responsible for the care and 
well-being of the unfortunate lunatic, and the inquest appears as 
too often happens to have been a mere formality. 

Marx- MARYBOROUGH. 

ST Our inspections of this institution afforded us much satisfaction, 

its condition on the various occasions of our visits throughout the 

year being highly commendable, and we recorded our opinions 
accordingly on the asylum books. The small extent of the farm, 
about 19 acres, exclusive of buildings and airing courts, has 
frequently been referred to by us, and we entertain a hope that 
the Board will take the necessary steps to increase it. 

They certainly should not be deterred from doing so on economic 
grounds, as at every asylum in Ireland where the farms are large 
enough, besides giving plenty of healthful and appropriate exer- 
cise to the inmates a great saving is effected, and the provisions 
from without are supplemented by abundant supplies of whole- 
some vegetables and f rm produce, especially in cases where dairy- 
farms have been introduced. 

i) .vigorous Of the admissions, 2 1 were by magisterial warrant os alleged 

luiuti.-s. J ° 
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dangerous lunatics, being three less than the previous year. The mary- 
Resident Medical Superintendent., observing on the subject in his borough 
report to the Board, states that they are “ still too many in propor- A syi,tjm ' 
tion to the equally effective and more convenient ordinary form.” 

Of these *21 cases 10 are reported to be “tranquil and unsuitable,” 
and three are classed under the head of persons “apparently not 
iusane, or whose insanity was doubtful.” 

There is a diminution of £*2 1 1$. 9 d. per head on the cost of 
maintenance for the year, and this has taken place without any 
curtailment of the necessaries or comforts of the inmates. 

The sanitary aspect of the asylum is satisfactory, the mortality 
being less than 8 per cent, of the daily average resident, while the 
recoveries are reported at 50 per cent. 



MONAGHAN. 

Accommodation is afforded by this asylum for 340 patients 
belonging to the counties of Cavan and Monaghan, which were the 

previously attached to the Armagh District. The building having 
been completed in 1868, and handed over by the contractor, a 
Resident Medical Superintendent was duly appointed by your 
Excellency in theperson of Doctor Robertson, who was thereupon 
directed to proceed to Monaghan to superintend the preliminary 
arrangements for the opening of the institution, namely, the 
furnishing of the house, organization of the staff, formation of 
contracts for supplies, and other matters of detail. 

The first Board meeting was held on the 19th March, 1869, 
and the appointment of the staff commenced, which, together with 
the taking of contracts, &c., occupied the attention of the. Board 
at the three subsequent meetings, and all being in readiness, a 
transfer of 40 patients from Armagh Asylum was made on the Admission of 
19th of May, 1869. From thenceforth further drafts were pa,ens ‘ 
received, until all the patients belonging to the new district were 
accommodated. 

The total number admitted was 195, viz., 123 transferred from Dangerous 
Armagh Asylum and from the gaols of the district, .20 ordinary uua 1CS ‘ 
patients on the authority of the Governors and Medical Officers, 
and 52 by warrant of Justices under the Act, many of the latter 
being reported to be tranquil and unsuitable cases, amongst whom Unfit 
we would instance J. L., also partially crippled in the lower ex- 
tremities, and J. F., perfectly blind, stated by the Resident Medical 
Superintendent to be the neatest and cleanest patient in the house, 
and quite harmless. 

We are happy to report that the condition of this institution. State ° ouse. 
now eight months in operation, is highly creditable, its various 
departments being in very efficient working order, under the 
careful supervision of the Resident Medical Superintendent, whose 
previous experience in institutions for the insane enabled him to 
effect very satisfactory results in a short time ; we therefore bear 
willing testimony to the zeal and energy evinced by him, and to 
the value of his practical knowledge of asylum business in the 
discharge of his duties.

Nineteenth Report on the District, Criminal, and 

MULLINGAR. 

As we stated last year in our report to your Excellency, an ex- 
tension of accommodation for 1 00 additional patients is being 
carried out here by the erection of two buildings for 50 of each 
sex. planned as associated domitories, with appropriate day-rooms 
and other conveniences, and at a cost of about £5,000 ; the 
works are in a forward condition, and the new buildings will, we 
expect, bo occupied in the course of the year 1870. Some im- 
provement in the water supply, and in the system of cooking, is 
required, and the Governors are taking steps to effect them hv 
obtaining estimates of the probable cost thereof. 

We have frequently urged the Governors to enlarge the area of 
the farm, which contains, exclusive of buildings, airing courts, &e., 
only 13A acres, an amount of land quite insufficient for an asylum 
which is intended to accommodate 400 inmates, principally belong- 
ing to the agricultural classes. Having entered into details on 
the subject in our iniuuf.es of inspection when visiting the asylum, 
it is now unnecessary to do more than to repeat the opinion ex- 
pressed in our Eighteenth Report, that from 20 to 30 acres of land 
should be added to the asylum grounds. 

Although greatly overcrowded, and containing at the close of 
the year 335 inmates, the original accommodation being for 300, 
we were enabled on onr various visitations to leave favourable 
reports on the books as to the order, cleanliness, and discipline of 
the house. 

OMAGH. 

This asylum, for the counties of Tyrone and Fermanagh, the 
former detached from the Londonderry, and the latter from the 
Armagh District, was opened in 1853 with accommodation for 300 
patients, an amount far in excess of the then existing requirements, 
and thought to be amply sufficient for all future exigencies, an 
opinion which seemed to be borne out by the fact that in 1800, 
seven years after it was opened, there still was a margin of 34 
vacancies ; in the next few years, however, it became so crowded 
that the question of its extension could no longer be deferred, and 
in 1S08, when the works were commenced, it contained 80 above 
its number. 

The new buildings for 200 additional patients, are now approach- 
ing completion, including two dining and recreation halls, with 
additional airing yards. A deep well is being sunk to be worked 
by steam power, as the existing water supply, obtained from a 
tank by the side of the river by horse power, is much less than it 
ought to be. It is also proposed to make some alteration in the 
present drains of the building, which are hot effective. 

Owing to the great pressure on the establishment, 403 lunatics 
being resident in it on the 31st December, I860, it was found 
necessary to occupy a portion of the new buildings before they were 
out of the contractor’s hands, hut no untoward result followed 
from this step, which was under the circumstances unavoidable. 

Of the 30 persons committed as dangerous lunatics during the 
year, a considerable number are returned as “ tranquil and un- 
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suitable,” the Resident Medical Superintendent observing in refer- omioii 
encetothem, “that there is not sufficient discrimination exercised Asvi.oi. 

in selecting the cases for committal as dangerous lunatics.” 

The sanitary condition of the house, notwithstanding the over- 
crowding, has been throughout satisfactory, the mortality being 
but a fraction over 7 per cent. The recoveries show an equally 
favourable average, while the cost of maintenance is the lowest of 
all the asylums, being but £16 13a. G d. per bead per annum, this Expenditure, 
is an exceedingly small outlay, and we would be glad to see it 
increased, believing that as a rule, lunatic patients cannot be 
adequately provided with all the necessary comforts and amuse- 
ments, which their unhappy condition demands, at an expenditure 
much below £20 per head per annum, even in an institution most 
favourably circumstanced as to its fiscal arrangements in an 
economic point of view. 

RICHMOND. 

This asylum, the largest institution of its kind in Ireland, con- K:chmos» 
tained at the close of the year 899 lunatic inmates, namely, 439 As rn™- 
in theTarent House, 210 in the New Building, 186 in Grange- 
gorman Prison (now used as an Auxiliary Asylum), and 64 in the 
hospitals of the institution. The district embraces three counties — 

Dublin, Louth and Wicklow, together with the city of Dublin 
and the town of Drogheda, with an aggregate population of 
587,378. 

We originally proposed, when the necessity for enlarging the ac- Enlargement, 
commodation became imperative, to divide this too extensivedistrict, 
and to erect an asylum for the portion so separated in the county 
of Wicklow, but we regret to say the Governors and Grand Juries 
were averse to the proposition, and there was no alternative but 
to erect additional buildings on the existing site. 

The works are now in progress, and when completed the asylum 
will on the whole afford accommodation for 1,040 patients. 

These works consist of new buildings at the Grangegorman New -works, 
side, the greater amount of accommodation being provided in 
buildings planned for associated dormitories. A new dining- 
hall is also included, 110 x 45 feet, with rooms above for school 
and workrooms. 

At the Parent Asylum an additional number of beds has been Alteration', 
provided for by taking down several of tlie arched cells and 
corridors, the building having been originally one almost wholly of 
single cells or rooms. Extensive new store-rooms, new wash-house, 
additional airing sheds, and numerous internal alterations and 
additions have been completed, or are in progress, which will contri- 
bute materially to the general efficiency of the various departments 
in this large institution. 

The numberremaining under treatmenton 31st December, 1868, Statistics, 
was 87 4, and there were admitted during the year 409, of whom no 
lessthau 207 were committed under the Act as dangerouslunatics. 

The recoveries present a favourable aspect, being 47J per cent, 
on admissions, but the mortality is above the average, beiug 13 per 
cent, on the daily number resident.

Richmomt) Xwo cases of suicide occurred here during the year. The 
Asylum, was t ] iat 0 f a f em ale named Esther Kinsella, who hanged 

c^se Of suicide, herself at the Grangegorman Auxiliary with her apron. A 
Coroner’s inquest was held, and the usual verdict returned. Sub- 
sequently. at the requestof the Board, one of the I nspectors inquired 
into the circumstances, when it appeared that although the 
admission form mentioned she was “disposed to injure herself,” 
she was so much improved, and her conduct so quiet during a 
three months’ residence in the asylum, that all suspicion was 
lulled about her. She was seen by the nurse in charge at half- 
past seven o’clock, a.m., and shortly after the nurse missed her, 
but as she was in the habit of making her own bed no further 
notice of her absence was taken until breakfast time (nine o’clock), 
when on making search she was found hanging from the banisters 
leading to the Assistant Matron’s room. 

Case of suicide. The second case was that of J ohn Leonard, who was admitted 
on the 12th June as a dangerous lunatic, and on the 15th cut his 
throat with a chisel, taken from the tool-case of a carpenter who 
was at work in the division in which the patient was. An inquest 
took place, and the following verdict was returned: — ‘'John 
Leonard died in the Richmond District Lunatic Asylum on 
Monday, 21st of June, 1869, from the effects of a wound in his 
throat, inflicted by himself with a chisel, in the bath of the asylum, 
on Tuesday, the 15th of same month, he being at the time a 
confirmed lunatic.” 

No observation is madeinregard to the person or persons in whose 
immediate charge the lunatic was, nor does it appear from the 
report of the inquest furnished to us, that the inquiry was directed 
in any degree to ascertain whether culpability attached to any of 
the officers or attendants of the asylum. 

SLIGO. 

The arrangements made, as described in the Eighteenth Report, 
Want of room, to increase the sleeping accommodation for patients in this insti- 
tution, and the course adopted in sending idiotic and demented 
patients to the neighbouring poorhouse, have had the beneficial 
effect of preventing that overcrowding which otherwise would have 
been unavoidable. There were 52 persons committed as alleged 
Dangerous dangerous lunatics, amongst whom we may mention a child 
lunatics. 0 f thirteen years, 1\ M., apparently not insane, who, on being 

Unfit case. brought before the Board, was pronounced to be a very unfit subject 

for the asylum. We submitted the committal to the law adviser, 
who gave it as his opinion that it was illegal, not disclosing any 
purpose of committing a crime, for which if committed P.M. would 
be liable to be indicted. The child was of course immediately 
discharged. 

On our visitations, throughout the yeaT we found the institution 
in a very efficient condition as to order and cleanliness in its 
various departments, the patients well cared for and comfortable, 
and in good bodily health generally. The statistical returns printed 
in the appendix afford evidence of the satisfactory working of

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the institution; both as regards the well-being of the inmates, and Sligo 
the conduct of its affairs fiscal and otherwise. Aan.vir. 

Having commented in detail in our minutes on the subjects pre- 
senting themselves to our minds when inspecting, it does not occur 
to 'us as necessary to enlarge further thereon in this place. 

WATERFORD. Waterford 

The additional accommodation provided by the erection of new AsY1,rot ' 
wings was made available during the year, and the benefits of Additional 
asylum treatment have consequently been extended to a greater ao “ mra ° aat1 ™' 
number of patients than heretofore. There remained 18 b inmates 
resident on the last day of the year, being 18 in excess of the pre- 
vious year. The water supply has been improved, and is now good Water supply, 
in quality and ample in quantity ; the defective drainage has also 
been remedied — both items on which the health and comfort of 
the inmates so materially depend. 

Here, as at Mullingar, the farm being quite insufficient in extent Farm, 
cither for the uses of the institution or the due employment of 
the inmates, we advised an addition thereto. The Board have 
passed a resolution expressing their concurrence with our opinions, 
and have appointed a committee to examine the land in the neigh- 
bourhood, with a view to purchasing ten or twelve additional 
acres. 

As regards the curative and sanitary state of affairs during the 
past year, we are gratified to observe that the per centage of 
recoveries is above the average, while the mortality has been much 
below that of previous years, being only 4 per cent, on the daily 
average number resident in the asylum. 

Of the 17 persons committed as dangerous lunatics, lOare re * 
ported to have been unsuitable cases, amongst them “a harmless ° ' 
epileptic, a case of mild delirium tremens, a case of perfectly Unfit cases, 
harmless dementia, and a congenital epileptic male idiot of seven- 
teen years, perfectly harmless, incapable of articulating, and in- 
sensible to the calls of nature.” 

On our visitations, made four times during the year, we in- 
variably found this institution in perfect order in evevy respect. 

The judicious care and skilful treatment which the inmates receive 
at the hands of its Highly qualified and energetic Resident Medi- 
cal Superintendent, and the zeal and prudence manifested by him 
in its supervision and general management, continue to g : ve us 
unmixed satisfaction, resulting as they have done in establishing 
the system of order and regularity which now characterize this 
asylum, one of the oldest in the country. 



POOR-HOUSES. 



POOR-HOUSEl. 



Having in our last report reviewed at considerable length the 
condition of the insane in poor-houses, we shall on the present 
occasion confine ourselves to a few brief remarks on the subject. 
Their state continues, on the whole, to improve, considerable care 
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and attention appearing to be bestowed on them. ■ Some system 
of classification or separation has been adopted in many places, as 
at Belfast, Waterford. Limerick, &c., where special wards are 
allocated to them, instead of having them, as heretofore, scattered 
throughout the house generally, and mixing with the ordinary 
paupers. 

Last year an increase of their numbers had to be recorded to 
tbe extent of 40, and now a further addition of 165 has to be 
noted. The total increase in ton years, as shown in the summary 
given in the first page of this report, amounts to 373. 

We account for the increasing numbers of tbe demented, idiotic, 
and epileptic classes in poor-houses by the fact that of late years 
more attention lias been directed to the removal from district 
asylums of unsuitable cases, coming under this category, espe- 
cially from those institutions where a pressure for room was felt, 
in order to afford accommodation for recent and acute cases of 
mania. 

The gross total of the classes referred to resident in poor-houses 
on 31st December, 1869, was 2,907, divided under four different 
heads — namely, simple idiots, 1,171; epileptic idiots, 462; sim- 
ple lunatics, 1,030; epileptic lunatics, 244. 

As regards mere creature comforts and necessaries, no observa- 
tion requires to be made, for as a general rule tbe food, sleeping 
accommodation, and clothing are appropriate to their requirements, 
but tbe means for out-door exercise and employment are very 
limited in most cases. On our inspections we directed applica- 
tions to be made for the removal to asylum of such individuals as 
we thought likely to be benefited thereby, or whose condition 
required special treatment. 



GAOLS. 

The total number of insane persons in custody in gaols during 
the year was 108. These consisted of 50 persons committed as 
dangerous lunatics previous to tbe passing of the Act 30 & 31 Vic., 
and 58 persons detained as criminal lunatics who were, either 
acquitted of offences on tlio ground of insanity or found insane 
while undergoing sentence. 

The reason why so many lunatics were detained in gaol is that 
room could not be found for them in the asylums of tbe districts 
to which they belonged, principally the Armagh and Belfast dis- 
tricts; but on the opening of the new asylums at Monaghan and 
Downpatrick, the lunatics belonging to the counties of Armagh, 
Cavan, Monaghan, Antrim, and Down confined in the gaols were 
all received into their respective asylums; and, as will appear 
from the tables given in the Appendix, only 5 insane persons 
remained in gaol on the 3 1st December last. 
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CENTRAL ASYLUM. Cranur, 

Asylum. 

The Central Asylum at Dundrum, now twenty years in opera- — 
tion, having been opened in 1850, under the Statute 8 & 9 Viet., 
cap. 107, for lunatics charged with grave offences, and acquitted 
on the plea of insanity, as well as for convicts becoming insane 
during the period of penal confinement, has had up to the 31st 
December, 1S69, an aggregate of 381 inmates within its walls. 

The actual number at the date just mentioned being 170, of whom Statistic.-. 
116 were males, and 54 females. The difference between which, 
viz., 210 and the gross total is thus to be accounted for: — 131 
were discharged, and 80 died; of those who were discharged, 

11, capitally indicted or convicted, were liberated through the 
clemency of different Lords Lieutenant ; while 28 convicted of 
grievous assaults, 9 of arson, 30 of larceny or of minor offences, 
were sent out cured ; and 45, though the period of their penal 
servitude had ceased, were for safety-sake, and as still mentally 
affected, transferred to the district asylums of their native localities. 

With reference to the after-conduct of those unconditionally Persons 
liberated, we have received no unfavourable reports whatever, the 
utmost caution being exercised by us, but above all in homicidal 
or cases of violent assault before recommending a discharge, un- 
broken good conduct and obedience to rules, without the mani- 
festation of mental infirmity, eitheT byword or deed, sometimes too 
for years, constituting the reasons for our favourable interposition. 

As in some preceding reports presented by us to Parliament, 
we entered fully into the subject of liberating recovered criminal 
lunatics, it is unnecessary to revert to it in the present. 

The Asylum was originally constructed for 120 patients. Its 
present accommodation, owing to structural additions since 1806, 
extends to 185 beds, of which there are now only 15 unoccupied. 

On the 31st December, 1868, there wore 10? males and 55 
females in the house. During the year 1869, 14 males and 8 
females were admitted ; the discharges amounted to 11 — 4 males, 

7 females — 1, a female, escaped, and 2 died. Hence, on the 1st 
of January last there was a total in the Asylum of 170, which, 
classified according to offences, is thus composed: 56 homicides, 

42 men, 14 women; shooting at with intent, 9 men ; assaults of 
a dangerous character, 5 men, 6 women; minor assaults, 52—26 
of either sex; arson, 5 men, 4 women; larceny and other minor 
offences, 10 men and 23 women. 

We have just stated that within the past twelvemonth 2 patients 
died — a mortality little more than 1 per cent, on the total under ™ j t _ 
treatment, or, in other words, two-thirds less than in the popula- 
tion at large, and seven-eighths less than in ordinary hospitals for 
the insane. During the same time, too, we are happy to inform 
your Excellency that no accident occurred in the Institution, and 
no attempt on the person of a violent or malevolent nature, and 
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that do injuries to the Asylum, either as to structure or furniture, 
have been recorded ; in fact, with the exception of some panes of 
glass, scarcely to the value of twenty shillings, no loss has been 
sustained, an extraordinary fact when contracted with the extent 
of destruction in 4 lunatic establishments elsewhere wi bin the same 
period, and one which indicates that whatever faults the Irish 
lunatic may have, and however excitable from race, he does not 
evince a very destructive tendency. 

With regard to the forms of mental disease, the inmates of 
the Dundrum Asylum were enumerated on the daily Statement- 
book of that Institution on the 1st January, 1870, as follow : — 72 
maniacal or excited, and probably incurable ; 31 low and melan- 
cholic ; 20 tranquil, but tending to imbecility ; 6 confirmed epi- 
leptics ; 34 varying, hut recoverable, and 4 cured ; while, in re- 
gard to education, about one half, or 89, can read and write, some 
few of them being well-informed ; and 8 1 are quite untaught. In 
point of social condition the great majority, or 131, are unmarried, 
39 only being married, or widowed ; but in explanation of this 
discrepancy, it should be remembered that very many of the num- 
bers before us became insane in early life, some before eighteen. 

It will be satisfactory to your Excellency to hear that the em- 
ployment of the lunatics at Dundrum, both in and out of doors, 
is large. One wav or another, but particularly in dry weather, an 
average of from 76 to ?5 men are industriouslv occupied daily 
throughout the year, and 36 women ; the unemployed being prin- 
cipally so from old age or delicacy of constitution. It will be 
also alike agreeable to your Lordship to be informed that, while 
mechanical restraint is never had recourse to, temporary seclu-ion 
has been only used in regard to three patients, and at very extended 
intervals. 

Considerable difficulty, no doubt, frequently arises in the treat- 
ment of convicts who. becoming insubordinate and cross-grained 
in prison, set discipline at defiance, and are unrestrained by 
punishment. No matter under what guise or form, as a rule, 
they are great lawyers, and, being in the Asylum, assume all the 
privileges of lunacy, and think they are free, irresponsible agents. 

However reckless on admission, and ungovernable before, after a 
time they become for the most part well-conditioned and amena- 
ble ; but, what may appear extraordinary, some of thorn request 
to be sent back to prison, asserting they never were mad, from a 
sort of innate discontent — perhaps, too, from a dislike to associate 
with individuals whose delusions they promptly notice. But they 
are scarcely back in penal confinement than they break out again. 

We had last year a convict twice from 1 he Mountjoy female prison 
who was quite uncontrollable while there. A few days after her 
admission into the Asylum, on both occasions, she conducted her- 
self quietly and usefully, and continued to do so all the time she 
was in it ; her sole and constant request being to be transferred 
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back ; as for four months she acted with perfect propriety, and 'Cextkai, 
was most amenable, her wish was acceded to ; she is now as insub- Asklum. 
ordinate almost as ever, controlled only by the threat of being 
placed for' a third time in the Asylum, to the comforts of which 
she prefers bread and water, solitary confinement— in fact, every 
denial, lixcept from her behaviour, an utter disregard of disci- 
pline, as a convict, this woman would be considered both plausible 
and intelligent. Were she left a property to morrow, no tribunal 
would interfere with her civil rights to it, still, as a criminal, 
some would probably deem her a lunatic, and irresponsible. 

In cases like the preceding a question of very difficult solution 
is engaged ; the physicians to one institution, from their obser- 
vation of an unsubdued restlessness, and an insubordination that 
no punishment can subdue in prison, attributing these manifesta- 
tions to a disordered state of mind ; while the physicians to 
another, observing nothing wrong in the demeanour and conduct 
of the same individuals who are amenable when under their care 
in an asylum, regard them as not constituting insanity. 

Strongly advocating, as we have ever done, the advantages of Beneat of 
affording to the inmates of asylums every facility for religious cila P laioa - 
worship we can adduce that at Dundrum as an illustration of the 
benefits conferred by the regular administration of chaplains to 
the members of their respective creeds; it is a solace to many, 
and tends to generate a general spirit of order and obedience. 

There are now two distinct churches, one for the Protestant — a 
late separate erection — and one within the house itself for the 
Catholic community, both being appropriately furnished. 

The grounds attached to the Asylum — twenty-two acres — -are at Farm, 
present uniformly enclosed ; formerly they consisted of an inner and 
outer farm ; the boundary walls average not quite nine feet high, 
while those around the airing courts do not exceed five in height. 

It may seem stranger by contrast that loftier barriers are not 
erected around wha't comes under the name of a criminal estab- 
lishment ; but, from experience we are disposed to think that, the 
less the restraint, and the less the prison appurtenances, the less 
the disposition among lunatics to do gratuitous injury or to attempt 
escapes. 

A new approach to the front of the buildings is now in process 
of construction by the Board of Works; when finished it will 
materially improve the appearance of the place. 

Hr. Corbet, the resident physician, devotes great attention to 
the land, and, independent of securing thereby constant out-door 
occupation to the patients, realized last year a clear profit over 
all farm expenses of £206 Ills., £ s 9 of which was received for 
produce sold, and placed to credit in bank. 

During the past year the conduct of the attendants and servants Atondmts and 
has been uniformly good, none having been discharged or fined for 
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neglect or inattention to duty. In the early part of the year, 
however, in consequence of statements made to us that an undue 
familiarity existed between one of the male attendants and the 
female assistant store keeper, and which it is but right to observe, 
caused much dissatisfaction in the house, after a minute inquiry we 
deemed it incumbent on us to order the discharge of both parties. 

The cost per head at the Ceutral Asylum exceeds by little 
that in some of the Irish district institutions for the insane, being 
for example last year hut £4 in excess of that of the liichmond or 
Metropolitan, which contains nearly six times the number of inmates; 
and where, consequently, the staff expenses being extended over 
a larger number of persons are proportionately diminished. 

Considering the arduous duties of the officers and attendants and 
relatively speaking, tiieir greater responsibility as employed in a 
criminal establishment, wo could desire an improved scale of sala- 
ries and wages at It undrum. The control and management of 
this Institution being committed to our charge by the .Executive, 
entails no inconsiderable care and responsibility on us already, 
acting with our two colleagues (the Commissioners of Public 
Works) as joint commissioners of control for the erection of all 
lunatic institutions in Ireland, the property and lands attached to 
which is vested conjointly in us as trustees. 



PRIVATE ASYLUMS. 

No change whatever has taken place in regard to private licensed 
houses during the year; nor has any new licence been granted, or 
existing one permitted to lapse. The numbers, too, exhibit only 
a nominal increase, being fi39 in 1869 as against 632 in 186S; the 
admissions amounted to 189, and the discharges to 142, 94 being 
returned as cured, or 4'J - 73 per cent, on the number admitted ; 
39 deaths are recorded, or 6T6 per cent, on the daily average 
resident. 

The following table shows the pcr-centage of recoveries and 
deaths for the last ten years : —

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In our 17th report, referring to the statistical returns supplied Private 
to us annually by the proprietors of private licensed houses, we Asyums. 
stated “these figures support the fact frequently observed upon Botums of 
by us that while the mortality in private licensed houses is much oure!! - 
less, the per-centage of cures at the same time falls far short of 
that which obtains in public asylums.” 

It is remarkable that in the following year, namely, 1868, the 
returns furnished set forth the cures at 4 23 per cent., the average 
for the previous eight years being 34, and in the year now under 
review they are returned at 4i)’73. 

It is to be observed that in previous years the numbers dis- 
charged under the heads of “ improved” and “ unimproved” nearly 
equalled the number returned as cured, but in the returns of 1869 
they amount to just one-half.

We trust that the improvement apparent from those figures may 
be relied on, but it is a rather curious coincidence that our obser- 
vations in previous reports should have been immediately followed 
by so large an addition as 12 por cent., taking the averages of 
1868, L8b9 to the number returned as cured. 

During the past year nothing particularly worthy of public 
notice has transpired with respect to the management of private 
licensed houses for the insane in this country. We have to record 
little change in their domestic arrangements, on the whole they 
are in a satisfactory state, and are all very frequently visited by 
us — many of them monthly and at irregular times — we feel the 
necessity of constant supervision the greater, from the apathy or Patients 
rather total neglect in too many instances of the friends of patients 7 

towards their insane relatives who look to us for sympathy. 

In stating so much we do not mean to suggest that any unkind- 
ness or want of attention on the part of the proprietors of these 
establishments render our visits necessary, the contrary, as a rule, 
being the fact — indeed it would be difficult to find institutions 
more satisfactorily conducted than some of the private asylums of 
this country — such as Farnham House, Hampstead, and the Re- 
treat belonging to the Society of Friends. M e mention these as 
during the past twelve months a considerable outlay ou each has 
been expended. 

Improvements, too, have been effected at St. Patrick’s or Swifts Swift’s 
Hospital, which, like the Retreat and St. Vincent’s— is a mixed Hospital, 
institution for free and paying patients. 

St. Patrick’s, or the hospital founded by Dean Swift more than 
a century and a quarter since, then outside the city, is now like 
St. Luke’s, in London, surrounded by public streets or buildings, 
with only five acres of land attached to it, while the patients of 
both sexes amount to 137. It is most desirable that another site 
should be selected, and in a rural locality on which buildings more 
adapted to their object could be erected. We have already re- 
commended the change — the fixed income of the establishment

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Private from realized property is over £4,000 a year, and no doubt, with 
Aan.pMs. t ] ie value of the present tenements, ample means would in the end 
be available for establishing what is much required in this country, 
an asylum open to those classes who cannot afford to pay the 
usual stipend, from £7 0 and upwards, in ordinary licensed houses, 
and against whom district asylums are virtually closed, 
st. Vincent’s. St. Vincent’s is now so full that we cannot authorize any fresh 
admissions. 



Licenses. We have no further observations to add to those already made 

by us in former reports on the mode of issuing licences for private 
asylums. 

Lucan Sra The working of the institution for idiot children in connexion 
with the asylum for insane persons at Lucan Spa has been so far 
satisfactory, and appears from the last half-yearly' report to have 
fully answered the expectations of the committee of management. 
From circumstances connected with the tenure and construction 
of the premises it lias, however, been resolved upon to change 
the locality, and negotiations are in progress for securing the 
house and demesne at Palmerston occupied by the late Lord 
Donoughmore. No place could be more eligible for founding 
such an institution, and we entirely approve of the proposition 
of the Committee. 

The number of idiot children at Lucan at the close of the 
year was 13 males, from five to fourteen years of age. On our 
visitations they appeared to be well and carefully attended to, 
due regard being had to their dress and personal appearance; 
and we are informed that, on the whole, fair progress has been 
made in their education. 

We look upon this establishment as a most important addition 
to the institutions of the country for the mentally afflicted. It 
is devoted exclusively to the training of the children of members 
of the Protestant Church, so that persons professing the Homan 
Catholic religion are unable to avail themselves of its teaching. 
We therefore would desire to see a similar institution established 
for the latter denomination, feeling assured that, if once set on 
foot, there would be no lack of means to carry it to a successful 
issue.

ibm. ASYLUMS. 



ARMAGH. 

January 23, 1869. — I this day inspected tlie Armagh. District Asylum. 
Every effort shall be made to disembarrass it of tbe Monaghan patients 
by the 10 th of March next; indeed it may be a little sooner in case a suffi- 
cient supply of water can be obtained at the Monaghan Asylum, and for 
which active operations are going on. The house is here so overcrowded 
that it is most difficult to keep it in due order ; still I find the inmates 
comfortable. 

February , 1869. — Inspected the Armagh Asylum this day and found 
it as well kept as can be expected under the circumstances of its very 
overcrowded state. I visited the asylum at Monaghan yesterday, and 
am happy to report for the information of the Governors of this institu- 
tion, that an abundant supply of water has at length been obtained, and 
which, according to the opinion of the man engaged in sinking the well, 
is likely to continue. There nothing now remains to enable the patients 
belonging to Monaghan and Cavan counties being removed from here 
but the furnishing and the appointment of officers. This I hope will 
take place before the end of the ensuing month. Dr. Robertson, the 
Resident Physician there, informs me that he hopes to be able to relieve 
this establishment of about sixty patients by the end of March next. 

April 20, 1869. — Visited to arrange about the transfer of the Cavan 
and Monaghan patients to the asylum at Monaghan. 

May 7, 1869. — On my inspection of the institution this day, I found 
it in as good order as can be expected under existing circumstances. 
The overcrowded state of the house I trust will soon be remedied by the 
removal of a portion of the Monaghan and Cavan patients ; but there is 
another evil existing which I wish to call the attention of the Governors to, 
namely — the very had state of the sewerage, rendering the atmosphere of 
every part of the house positively dangerous to the health of the inmates. 

I would strongly recommend a trial of the earth-closets. They are 
particularly well-suited for the hospital wards. 

June 26, 1869. — There are at this date 15 6 patients in the asylum, of 
whom forty-two belong to Monaghan and Cavan counties, and are about 
being removed i mm ediately to the Monaghan Asylum. There will then 
remain 116 belonging to the county of Armagh. The Board of Gover- 
nors must be aware of the great iuconvenience caused by the over- 
crowding of this institution during the past four or five years, in fact up 
to the 19bh May there were fully SO insane inmates beyond the proper 
number that could be safely accommodated. It now rests with the 
Governors to exercise a wise discretion in the admission of applicants, 
for if the poorhouses are to be disembarrassed of ^idiots, simpletons, and 
epileptics, offering no hope of recovery, the Armagh Asylum within 
another year or two will be just as overcrowded as before — that is, 
unless additions be undertaken by order of the Lord Lieutenant in 
Council. As it is, the accommodation for servants and attendants is 
more restricted than it ought to be, or is iu any other similar establishment 
I am aware of. The sewage is positively dangerous, calculated as it is 
to engender malaria and noxious disease. Just now, and before any 
influx of patients, I think steps should be taken to remedy deficiencies 
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through, the intervention of some architect specially versed in asylum 
details. I could desire to see the various day-rooms, corridors, and 
sleeping apartments kept more orderly and with a greater regard to 
neatness, hut I feel bound to observe that hitherto allowances were due 
to causes over which the Superintendent had no control, such was the 
overcrowded state of the buildings. 

August 17, 1869. — Visited, and I hope to attend next meeting of the 
Board with Mr. Wilkinson, Architect to the Board of Control. 

B ALLIN ASLOE. 

May 8, 1869. — I this day inspected the Ballinasloe Lunatic Asylum. 
I found it in a very satisfactory state, both as regards the patients them- 
selves and the various apartments occupied by them. 

July 27, 1869. — Visited ; no minutes written. 

September 1, 1869. — The Ballinasloe District Asylum contains on my 
visit this day 340 patients, of whom 203 are males and 137 females ; 22.7 
of the whole being chargeable to the county and the town of Galway, 
and 113 to the county of Roscommon. At the date of my inspection in 
July, 1867, or about two years ago, the number of lunatics in the house 
amounted to 289. There has consequently been an increase since then 
of 51. I make this observation to indicate the marked influx of patients 
within so brief a period. 

At present there are 27 males in the asylum beyond its proper com- 
plement, while the additions now in progress to the buildings are calcu- 
lated for only 46 beds, leaving afterwards only 19 available beds, which 
must be speedily filled up, judging from the past. 

In the structural plans prepared by Mr. KLempster I find that, at the 
suggestion of the Board of Control, he drew them so that at any future 
time additional accommodation might be secured by erecting a second 
story, an arrangement which, if the buildings were previously roofed, 
would necessarily require the taking down the roof for the purpose 
of raising the walls for this second story, a process it is needless . to say 
involving great expense and much inconvenience ; in fact, rendering the 
structure itself useless for a considerable time, as it could not be occupied 
while the work was proceeding. Under these circumstances, I am 
strongly of opinion that the wisest course for the Board to adopt is now 
to decide on continuing up the walls to a proper height for a second 
story, thus increasing the sleeping accommodation by fully fifty beds, with 
eveiy requisite. I have spoken over the subject in detail with Mr. 
Kempster and -the Resident Physician, who entirely accord in my views, 
and will in person more thoroughly explain them to the Governors. 
There appears to be no clerk of the works employed ■ I think it would 
be advisable to procure one. 

The general sanitary condition of the establishment is very favourable, 
and the house in good order. 

BELFAST. 

January 4, 1869. — On my inspection of the Belfast Lunatic Asylum 
this day, I find it presenting its usual appearance of good order and 
cleanliness, the several corridors, day-rooms, and dormitories are kept 
with great care, being comfortable and well ventilated. 

The patients are quiet and orderly, none being in seclusion or under 
restraint, and very many are fully occupied with work of some kind or 
other ; the men are in some cases employed on the farm, others in 
mechanical works, viz., the loom, repairing clothes, &c. ) the females in 
spinning and knitting, sewing, kc. 

The sanitary state of the house is particularly satisfactory. I also 
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inspected the provisions ; the meat is of most excellent quality, as also 
the other articles of food. 

February 11, 1869. — The patients at present in this asylum I find 
to be 394 — 221 males, 173 females, an excess in the aggregate of fully 
70 beyond the legitimate accommodation which the house affords; 
still I am happy to observe that the sanitary state of the inmates is 
particularly good ; the dormitories and day-rooms I regard as being 
very much overcrowded. The opening of the Down Asylum, and which 
I anticipate before May next, will materially, by the removal to it of 
190 patients, relieve the existing pressure. 

The establishment generally is in a very satisfactory condition, clean, 
orderly, and of a healthful temperature, at the same time well ventilated. 

I have carefully examined the proposed plans and sites for domestic 
improvement in the way of baths, lavatories, sculleries, &c. I consulted 
with Dr. Stewart, who will confer with the local architect in reference 
to them. 

I regret the resolution of the Governors in regard to a dining-hall, as, 
from experience, I am convinced there is no arrangement more cal- 
culated to add to the comfort of the inmates and to the efficient cleanly 
working of the house. The meals thereby are commodiously served, 
and more comfortably and economically, the refectory being in juxta- 
position to the kitchen, thus obviating the great inconvenience of carry- 
ing food three times a day through corridors to day-rooms, probably 
some of them over 130 yards distant from it. Even in workhouses 
the practice is considerably earned out, one advantage being a prompt 
and facile supervision by the officers. The cost would not, I apprehend, 
exceed £800 in full. I therefore would again venture to bring the 
subject under the Governors’ notice, so that under one Governmental 
loan all requisite improvements may be effected. 

The books are regularly kept, and the external officers duly attend. 

March 12, 1869. — I this day inspected the Belfast District Asylum, 
and have to report as hitherto in the most favourable terms of its general 
condition ; in fact, nothing can be more satisfactory than its organiza- 
tion, considering especially the overcrowded state of the house, which, 
at this date, has so many as 64 in excess of its proper accommodation. 

June 24, 1869. — I find the house exceedingly overcrowded by no less 
than eighty patients. I shall endeavour to have from sixty to eighty 
removed before the assizes to Downpatrick. It will be advisable to have 
each patient decently clad prior to removal, with a change of linen, 
stockings, and of inner dress generally. The most useful and tranquil 
of the inmates belonging to Down should, in the first instance, he 
selected for transference. The establishment is in good order. With 
reference to the report of the auditor as to the irregularity about meal 
and tea, I would suggest that any explanation after the inquiry by the 
committee should be communicated to the grand juries of Down and 
Antrim by the Board of Governors. 

August 16, 1869. — On inspecting the Belfast District Asylum this 
day the general state of the house in regard to the cleanliness and order 
of the various departments is highly satisfactory, the patients themselves 
being carefully attended to, well clad, and their sleeping-rooms well 
ventilated. The beds and bedding on the whole good and very neat. 
There are only seven of the inmates, numbering altogether 41 2, in the 
infirmary, and none of them affected with any serious illness. The 
average employment in and out of doors is not at present as large as 
could be desired, there being little means of occupation on the farm. 

Within a month I anticipate the Down patients will be removed in 
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great part to their own county asylum, an arrangement wliicli will Minutes of 
afford much relief to this most overcrowded institution. The Daily Inspection, 
State Book, as prescribed by Privy Council rules, is not kept with due 1869 ' 
regularity ; and I would call the attention of the Board to the fact that 
as yet no chaplains have been appointed, as directed by the statute. It 
is my duty to make this observation, in order that the provisions of the 
Act regulating the staff of officers and attendants in district asylums 
may not be overlooked. 

September 24, 1869. — On my inspection of the Belfast District Lunatic 
Asylum this day, I find it contains 242 males, and 162 females, mak- 
ing a total of 404, being about seventy over the number that there is 
fair accommodation for. This overcrowded state, I am happy to be 
able to say, will soon be remedied by the opening of the Down Asylum. 

The institution is in every respect in its usual order, being in its 
several departments in a most satisfactory condition as to cleanliness and 
ventilation, reflecting credit on Dr. Stewart and the other officers 
under his supervision and control. 

P.S. — I, however, must observe that painting is much required on 
the building externally, not only for appearance sake, hut what is of 
more importance, the preservation of the wood-work. 

October 4, 1869. — Visited and inspected those patients belonging to 
the county Down, with a view of having a portion of them removed to 
the Downpatrick Asylum in the course of this week. Dr. Tyner at- 
tended with me. 



CASTLEBAR 

March 6, 1869. — I have this day visited and inspected the Castlebar 
Lunatic Asylum, and have to report very favourably on its general con- 
dition. With some few exceptions, which I drew the matron’s attention 
to, I found the corridors, day-rooms, and dormitories clean, orderly, and 
well ventilated ; the kitchen and laundry are kept with great care ; the 
airing-courts are not as tidy as I would wish to see them ; however, Dr. 
Edinundson informs me he is about getting them into proper order. I 
beg to suggest, for the consideration of the Board, the great advantage 
the erection of a ball-court would be to the health of the male patients, 
affording both amusement and exercise. I pointed out to the resident 
physician a convenient and desirable site for the purpose. I congratulate 
the governors on the formation of a band of music. I heard it with 
great pleasure, and the playing was most creditable. I look upon this 
as a step in the right direction, as it is highly conducive as a curative 
means to the comfort of the patients. There appeal’s to be no pains 
spared in the establishment for improving the mental and physical con- 
dition of the inmates. 

August 6, 1869. — Inspector present at meeting of the Board — made 
no report in writing. 

CLONMEL PARENT ASYLUM. 

March 31, 1869. — The Parent Clonmel District Asylum appears in 
every respect to be in its accustomed highly satisfactory condition. The 
day-rooms, corridors, and sleeping-rooms are kept with great cleanliness 
and order ; while the patients themselves are evidently attended to with 
due care. One alone is confined to bed from surgical operations. The 
provisions are good. With reference to accommodation, I think the 
present is by no means sufficient, there being scarcely any available 
vacancies between this and the Auxiliary Asylum. 

December 4, 1869. — Inspector visited, but made no report. 
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CLONMEL ADDITIONAL ASYLUM. 

March 29, 1869. — I visited the Auxiliary Asylum this day, and saw 
all the patients, amounting to 196, so that the house may now he con- 
sidered as fully occupied ; at the same time there are but few vacancies 
at the Parent Asylum. I find the condition of the establishment here 
generally to be very satisfactory, and the inmates, in regard to atten- 
dance, carefully looked after. Six, between males and females, are con- 
fined to bed, but not from any serious illness. 

December 8, 1869. — Visited; saw all the patients ; and find the in- 
terior organization of the establishment satisfactory. 



CORK DISTRICT LUNATIC ASYLUM. 

July 22, 1869. — I this day inspected the Cork District Asylum, in 
which there are at present 600 lunatic inmates — a greater number than 
I have ever known before in it, and a hundred beyond what it was 
originally constructed for. I need, therefore, scarcely observe that the 
house is overcrowded. Of the 600, 151 are chargeable to the city, and 
44 9 to the county. Taking the relative population of city and county, 
the former has about a third beyond what it is entitled to ; while, if the two 
ridings of the county be taken into relative consideration — judging from 
what obtains elsewhere — the western or more distant riding must have 
a much smaller proportion of patients than the eastern. It is quite clear 
the asylum, as now constituted, is not equal to the wants of the district 
at large, and that a second establishment will have to be erected pro- 
bably near Skibbereen — certainly so if magistrates indulge the exercise 
of 'their authority, by sending as dangerous, simple imbeciles and children 
to this institution. 

With reference to the condition of the inmates here, and their comforts 
within doors, as well as to the care bestowed on them, I have every 
reason to express satisfaction. As a body they appear to be kindly and 
judiciously attended to ; the rooms occupied by them are, in both male 
and female divisions, clean and orderly ; the bedding is in a praiseworthy 
state ; the corridors, too, as well as the sitting-rooms, are much improved 
and more lightsome. I cannot, however, but think that the ventilation 
generally is indifferent, particularly in weather like the present ; it 
admits, however, of being sensibly increased, and at almost no expense, 
by the use of iron barred doors on each corridor, leaving the wooden 
ones open at night, thus admitting a volume of fresh air and thorough 
drafts through the various passages. 

I quite agree with the Committee of the Grand Jury, at its • recent 
visit, in opinion that there are not a sufficient number of attendants to 
look efficiently after the lunatics, so if accidents or escapes occur the 
present staff cannot be fairly held responsible. The farm seems to be 
well cultivated, and I noticed a number of the patients actively employed 
on it, but I regret to find the airing courts just as bad as they were ten 
years ago, that is to say, very bad ; no sheds to protect the insane, in 
some of them, against a burning sun. The front grounds speak for 
themselves, and cannot be expected to present any other appearance 
without the employment of a competent person to take due care of them. 
The new infirmaries, into which I could obtain no access, the keys being 
with the Clerk of Works, are now erected nearly three months, hut 
quite unfurnished and useless ; no preparation made for sewerage, none 
for gas, none for a supply of water, and none for levelling or removing 
the rubbish around them. Summer will soon have passed over, and 
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unless some move be promptly made by tbe Board a year may elapse 
before tbe buildings are tenanted. 

December 7, 1869. — At tbe date of my last visit in July there were 
600 lunatic inmates in this asylum, to-day tbe number amounts to 620. 
Bearing in mind tbe original accommodation in 1852, and that since 
then no structural additions have been made to tbe institution, save 
an infirmary intended for fifty patients, tbe Board cannot fail to 
observe that the establishment must be at present much overcrowded, in 
fact by upwards of 100 beds, and that a late Act empowering magistrates 
to send parties reputed to be dangerously insane from all parishes in 
this most extensive county, without any controlling power on tbe 
pari of tbe Governors, must increase from week to week tbe pressure 
on it. Unless some provision be devised of an efficient but less costly 
character to the ratepayers of the district, it will become tbe duty of 
the Inspectors to submit to the Lord Lieutenant in Council tbe erection 
of a new asylum. 

With reference to tbe condition of tbe patients personally, as well as 
to tbe order, cleanliness, ventilation, and general warmth of the house, 
generally, I have every reason to speak favourably ; I think it however 
highly advisable, particularly considering tbe wretched state of tbe 
airing yards, that the insane here should take outdoor exercise on tbe 
grounds more frequently than they do. I am informed that on Sundays 
and holidays alone, they walk out in front of tbe buildings, and as on an 
average every second Sunday is wet in Cork, they can have but few 
opportunities of leaving their corridors. 

The infirmary buildings are just as they were five months ago j no 
action having been taken in their regard by the Governors as suggested 
by the architect, so far back as J une last. 

The laundry, kitchen, dining hall, for the working patients, and 
various other parts of the asylum, stand much in need of improvement ; 
there is no proper louvre in the kitchen, the laundry is not spacious 
enough, there is no sorting room, and this day I saw filthy clothes 
mixed up with the ordinary soiled linen, while the flooring of the 
refectory is dangerous, from large holes and broken boards. I think the 
Governors at their next meeting ought to appoint a committee to examine 
in detail the whole establishment. 

I beg to remark that there is not a sufficient staff of ordinary atten- 
dants, and that many of those who hitherto were the best trained and 
most intelligent have left the asylum altogether. The average proportion 
should be one attendant to about thirteen patients. 

ENNIS. 

June 30, 1869. — There are at this date 213 patients in the County 
Clare District Asylum, which is constructed for 260 lunatic inmates, there 
thus remain vacancies for only forty-seven more. The present number 
having been filled up within thirteen months. Hence it is quite evident 
that unless great discretion be exercised in the admission of applicants 
and in their detention, that the institution will become at no distant 
period quite unequal to the wants of this large county. Under a late 
Act magistrates have the power to send dangerous lunatics to district 
asylums, but they should be bond fide dangerous, and not transmitted 
under the mere pretence of their being so, and through the representation 
of parties who only wish to avoid personal annoyance, or the expense of 
maintaining troublesome or insane relatives. From my own personal 
experience, I should say that more than one half of those committed to Dis- 
trict Asylums in Ireland during the past year, ought not have been so sent. 
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Boards of Guardians in many cases labour under the mistake that by- 
getting rid of imbecile or troublesome idiots in poorkouses they effect a 
saving in the local rates, by substituting a county charge — but they 
should remember that other Boards can act in like manner, so what is 
gained in one way is lost in another. 

When persons of means are forced into an asylum as dangerous lunatics, 
a remedy rests with the Board of Governors and the Inspectors, they 
can be sent home, even though uncured, when certified by the Medical 
Officers as not dangerous. 

With regard to the state of the asylum, I find it on the whole satis- 
factory, and I have no doubt but that the patients are most carefully and 
judiciously treated. The bed-rooms, single and associated, are kept in a 
clean and orderly manner, as well as the various corridors, which are 
all fresh and well-ventilated. Five of the inmates only are confined to 
bed from illness, and none under any form of restraint, or in seclusion. 

I regret to observe that no improvement has been effected with respect 
to defects which I noticed in the building on my last visit, and I cannot 
but think there was a want of due supervision during the progress of its 
erection. The proposition made in March last by Mr. Meade the builder 
seems to me a fail- one, and I purpose asking Mr. Wilkinson to visit the 
asylum if neither of the local architects can attend to it. The grounds 
in front, and indeed all round, are in a very backward condition, the 
airing courts are far from being properly laid down. The sewage from 
the kitchen and scullery is quite as bad as it was on my visit with 
Colonel Vandeleur in February, and nothing can be more unsatisfactory 
than the exposed position of the water-closets in the outside yards. 

I examined the provisions, which were all of unexceptionable quality. 
I think the stores however and the kitchen could be neater and more 
orderly. The visits of the extern officers are very regular and duly 
entered. 

December 14, 1869. — I this day visited the County Clare District 
Asylum for the purpose of specially inqiiiring into the case of Mary 
M'Mahon, a patient who had been previously confined in it, and trans- 
ferred from the Ennis Gaol, as well as into the particulars of her escape, 
she having been indicted for a serious assault, and found incompetent to 
plead by a jury. I do not think that the attendants are reprehensible 
for any particular negligence — at the same time the occurrence will, I 
trust, render them most cautious for the future? I have spoken to the 
Resident Physician as to the propriety of restricting the opening of the 
windows in some of the corridors adjoining the dormitories, but as far 
as possible without interfering with the ventilation. The house generally 
I find, very orderly and clean, and I make no doubt from what I observe 
that the patients are very carefully attended to — none of them are under 
restraint, and three only of 218 inmates confined to bed, from indisposi- 
tion. The walls all through the establishment require to be re -whitened — 
or what is far more advisable those in the day-rooms should be painted 
to the height of about four or five feet. The body of tbe central building 
occupied by the Board ancl the officers is in a very backward state, the 
interior should be painted fully or papered, and I would recommend the 
Governors to apply, as did the Governors of the Enniscorthy and other 
new asylums at my suggestion, to the Board of Control to have the 
necessary work done, the cost to be included in the general loan — this 
will be far more economical than having it debited to current expendi- 
ture, as in the former case the payment, and without interest, will extend 
to many years. 

I examined the provisions, which were all of excellent quality. 
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ENinISCOUTHY. Minutes op 

Inspection, 

15 th February , 1S69. — I this day minutely inspected the "Wexford 106.0. 
District Asylum, which, hut for certain deficiencies and structural 
imperfections, I consider to he in a very satisfactory condition. The 
state, however, of some of the corridors, day-rooms, and dormitories 
is very had indeed from damp or rather actual wetness, a fact 
referable, I apprehend, to the quality of the mortar used in the 
building — a somewhat similar state existed for some years at the Cork 
and Killarney asylums ; the employment of an external thick wash on 
the most exposed portions of the structures was found most successful, 
and at a very trifling cost. I should recommend the adoption of a like 
remedy here. As thus by the preventing the action of rain from with- 
out, the walls will gradually dry inwards. 

With the exception of two patients labouring under typhoid symptoms 
all the inmates are particularly healthy, the various departments are 
clean and orderly, and the provisions which I saw could not be objected 
to. Many of the females are industriously occupied, but at the male 
side not in the proportion I could desire. I think the men ought to be 
employed more out of doors, they appear to me to be too much confined 
to the airing courts, and not taking sufficient opportunities of the ground 
either by exercise or work, be it ever so trivial. 

I examined the books and accounts, which are kept with commendable 
care. In the absence of the resident physician, Dr. Shicll, who I regret 
has been so seriously ill, Dr. Cranfield, who has kindly undertaken 
much of his duties, will, I am sure, with the matron, exercise a special 
supervision over the establishment. 

26 th June , 1869. — On my visit this day to the Wexford District 
Lunatic Asylum I carefully inspected every part of the institution, and 
have to report very favourably on its general condition. The several 
day-rooms, dormitories, and corridors are particularly clean, orderly, and 
well ventilated. The bed-rooms, water-closets, and lavatories are well 
supplied with water, kept very clean, and perfectly free from noxious 
odour. On my visit to the kitchen I found it, as also the laundry, in the 
same creditable order. I examined the provisions, viz., the milk, meat, 
bread, &c., and found them of excellent quality. 

I observe the land in front of the building has been, I might say, 
reclaimed, and now planted with potatoes, and likely to produce a crop 
profitable for the use of the house ; whilst in the upland in rere of the 
institution a considerable amount of land has been brought under culti- 
vation, growing various kinds of vegetables, together with oats and 
potatoes. 

There are at present 110 male and seventy female patients in the 
house, making in all 180 under treatment. They all appear well cared, 
and comfortably clad, indicating praiseworthy attention to their several 
wants. A large proportion of the men, I observed, are industriously 
employed on the land. Many of the women are occupied in the kitchen 
and laundry. I was glad to see the men and women enjoying themselves 
in dancing and singing to music. I hope to see at some future period 
a musical band established here, which has been accomplished in other 
like institutions with most beneficial effects. 

The resident medical superintendent, Doctor Shiell, informs me that 
the attendants generally pay strict attention to their duties. 

The books prescribed by the Privy Council Rules are posted up to the 
day and creditably kept. The extern officers are uniformly regular in 
their attendances. 
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25^ September , 1860. — As on former inspections, I have to report most 
favourably of the condition of the Enniscorthy or County Wexford Dis- 
trict Asylum on my visit this clay. The patients are remarkably healthy, 
not one, out of an aggregate, between males and females, of 188, being 
co nfin ed to bed from illness, and none under any form of restraint, whilst 
the majority are industriously occupied, some within, some out of doors. 
The farm I find much improved, and the grounds generally being judi- 
ciously laid down. 

In company with Mr. Farrell, the architect, to whom I wrote request- 
ing his attendance, and with the resident physician, I examined the 
structural state of the establishment, and inquired into any existing 
necessities. I think the house is altogether in good order, and that the 
damp so prevalent at this season last year is much diminished ; at the 
same time on the western and southern sides, it may become advisable, 
should dampness recur in the winter, to make trial of Carson’s ante- 
corrosive paint, which is cheap, and said to be most effective. It might 
he tried experimentally at the female infirmary walls. 

The large water-tank is being stanched, but as Mr. Farrell has with- 
held certificates, no payment will be made to the contractor by the Board 
of Control until it is reported perfect. 

With regard to the stables, the Board of Control has been waiting to 
apply for the necessary amount for them completion, until it was in- 
formed if any further loan would he required so as definitively to close 
the account with Treasury. 

It was proposed at one time to erect farm-buildings. I see no neces- 
sity for them, and both Dr. Shiell and Mr. Farrell on consideration 
agree in my view. The upper angle on the east boundary walls may, 
with patients’ labour, be rendered quite available for the purpose. 

The wood-work of the institution generally requires to be repainted, 
the first coat being only preparatory. The hall, hoard-room, and officers’ 
apartments ought to be painted, and painted blinds placed in the chapel, 
and various minor matters attended to which will he brought under the 
notice of the Governors at their next meeting. I have requested the 
resident physician to have an estimate prepared of the cost, which can 
be included in the next application and the final one to the Treasury. 

KILKENNY. 

11 th January , 1869. — I find the Kilkenny District Asylum on my 
inspection of it in its usual satisfactory state. There are, I perceive, 
twelve female and three male vacancies. The resident physician men- 
tioned to me certain irregularities on the part of some of the attendants, 
which, no doubt, will he brought under the notice of the Board. 

24 th March , 1869.— I cannot hut express great satisfaction with the 
condition of the Kilkenny District Asylum. 

I visited it this day while the patients were seated at a very good 
meat dinner, warm and comfortably served ; their demeanour was most 
becoming. The day-rooms and other apartments are clean and well 
ventilated. The bedding good and suited to the weather.’ 

I am happy to perceive that the house is by no means crowded, in 
fact, there are eighteen vacancies. 

This fact is indicative of the judgment exercised by the magistrates 
of the district in examining into the merits of the cases that seek through 
a late Act admission into the asylum. In other similar institutions 
their accommodation has been already swamped by the inconsiderate 
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committal to them under magistrates’ warrants of idiots, epileptics, and Minutes 
the like. lHS ?52£ 10K 

The various contract and provision articles appear to he of good quality. 

The visits of the extern officers are regular and duly noted. 

15 th May , 1869. — Visited and found the establishment in its usual 
orderly state, and the patients in every respect most comfortably circum- 
stanced, one person alone out of 162 inmates is confined to bed from 
illness. 

In the course of the summer I think it would be advisable to get a 
considerable portion of the wood-work repainted, and the galleries 
coloured. On a former inspection I referred to the limited convenience 
for cooking in the kitchen, the present range is clearly too small, and 
suited only in fact for an ordinary private house. I think it would be 
advisable to get some additional apparatus and one similar to that at 
Clonmel Asylum, might be adopted. The cost would, I doubt, be not 
more than £10 or £12 at the outside. The apparatus as constructed by 
Payle, or the lately constructed American one, requires but a very small 
amount of coal. It might be well if the resident physician went down 
to Clonmel and reported in detail to the Board of Governors. 

The provisions all appear to be of good quality, and I find the external 
officers are very regular in their attendance. 

July 10, 1869. — I this day inspected the Kilkenny District Asylum, 
which is overcrowded at the male side, and will become inconveniently 
so, if a loose system of committing lunatics as dangerous be continued 
I cannot but think that the late Act works disadvantageous^, and that 
the proper mode of admission should, as a general rule, be with the 
knowledge and sanction of the Board of Governors alone. I trust that 
this Act -will soon he amended, otherwise a very heavy and practically 
a useless expenditure will be entailed on the district, the only means of 
avoiding which at present is to send tranquil and hopeless cases, the 
idiotic and epileptic, to poor-houses. Many of those sent in as violent, 

I am informed by the Besident Physician, are quite harmless and 
demented. 

The general condition of the establishment is satisfactory. 

December 2, 1869. — The Kilkenny District Asylum, though on the 
whole in a satisfactory state, still does not appeal' to me to present its 
accustomed appearance of neatness and order in the male divisions. I 
think they require a more stringent supervision. "When I observe the 
attendants’ rooms neglected, or irregularly kept, I am not surprised that 
some of those occupied by the patients should be similarly circumstanced. 

I am quite sure the lunatics themselves are treated with every kindness 
and consideration. The house is now so fully occupied, that in case of 
more pressure, a day-room on the second floor may be temporarily used 
for sleeping purposes. There are some few of the inmates who may in a 
very short time be sent to their respective unions. Dr. Delany informs 
me three of them belong to the "Waterford Union, on my next visit to 
which I shall endeavour to procure their admission. 

The provisions were all of excellent quality, and the books regularly 
filled up. 

KILLABNEY. 

March 29, 1869.— I have this day inspected the Killamey District 
Lunatic Asylum and have to report very favourably on its general 
condition as to order and cleanliness. The several corridors, day-rooms, 
and dormitories (particularly on the female side) are kept very tidy 
and orderly. The number <?f patients at present in the House are 86

females and 177 males ; total 2G3 — this is far more than the establish- 
ment was built for, viz., 220. I quite concur with my colleague iu 
calling the serious attention of the Board of Governors to the danger- 
ously overcrowded state of this institution. Should fever or any 
epidemic break out during the ensuing summer, the hospital is not avail- 
able, and the consequences would be deplorable. 

December 16, 1869. — There are at this date a total of 270 lunatic 
inmates in this asylum, of whom 177 are males and 93 are females, the 
former sex being nearly in the proportion of two to one of the latter. 
Beside the above aggregate there are four patients awaiting admission, 
for whom there is no available vacancy. Oil referring to a report of 
mine, made on the 31st March, 1868, 1 observe that in it the attention of 
the Board of Governors is directed to the fact, that there was at the time 
forty male lunatics in excess of the primitive number for which the insti- 
tution was constructed, there are now no less than 57. "With regard to the 
female accommodation there are 27 beds over and above the necessities 
of that sex at present on the upper story, but -which are. all occupied by 
male patients. The infirmary too is converted to general sleeping pur- 
poses for the males, so that in case of fever, or any epidemic, the danger 
of its propagation would be much increased. It is needless for me to 
dwell on this subject, as it has been so fully and so clearly brought under 
the cognizance of the Governors, at their meeting on the first of this 
month, by Dr. Lawlor. In his report and statement I entirely concur. 

The increase of accommodation should, in my opinion, extend to the 
reception of 80 additional males, thereby disembarrassing the female 
division of the 27 men who now are located in it, and thus restoring it to 
its original purpose. 

With regard to the position and plan of extension of any building that 
may be decided on by the Board, having carefully investigated all probable 
details with the officials of the asylum, both in reference to economy and 
suitability of design, they can personally explain folly to the Governors 
at their next meeting the conclusions at which we arrived. 

I shall therefore merely confine myself to the procedure to he adopted. 
An application in the first instance is to be made through the Chief or 
Under-Secretary to the Lord Lieutenant, for the authority to enlarge the 
institution to the extent desired. On the authority being given the Board, 
the Board can employ any competent person it thinks fit to prepare 
plans — the plans, when prepared, are to be sent to the Board of Control 
for examination — when approved of, tenders are to he invited by public 
competition, and on definite specifications, <fec., <fec., as the buildings 
progress, payments are made to the contractor on certificates from the 
architect, and on previous agreement as to the mode. 

The furniture, (fee., <fec., is left to the discretion of the resident physi- 
cian, as being best acquainted with the requirements. Bin ally, and not 
the least important consideration for the Board is the mode of repay- 
ment for treasury advances, whether for buildings, or for the purchase 
of additional lands much needed here. The advances are repaid by 
Grand J ury presentments in twenty-eight half-yearly instalments, and 
they bear no interest of any kind. 

In conclusion, I have to report most favourably of the general condi- 
tion of the establishment. The provisions, which I examined, were all 
of good quality, with the exception of the bread, which was somewhat 
inferior. 

LIMERICK. 

January 18, 1869. — On my inspection of the Limerick District 
Asylum, there appears to be in it between male and female patients an 
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aggregate of 329 ; 77 chargeable to the city and 250 to the county. Minutes op 
On the 24th of August, the last day that any Clare lunatics were here, LNS fgS I0N ’ 

the number remaining belonging to the present district was 316. Thus ’ 

within the past five months, up to this date, there has been an increase 
of thirteen lunatics. The great majority of the late admissions being as 
“dangerous,” under magistrates’ warrants. Some of these, however, 
were bona fide , not dangerous, and should have applied to the Board in 
the ordinary way as hitherto. 

"With regard to the conditions of the patients now in the institution, 

I consider them remarkably healthy, two only being confined to bed 
from bodily illness, and none under actual restraint. The bed-rooms, 
corridors, and day-rooms are. Tinder all circumstances, clean and orderly, 
free from all offensive odour even in the worst divisions, and well venti- 
lated, but the furniture of all kinds, generally speaking, ia very indiffe- 
rent ; while nothing can be worse than the state of the inner walls, the 
flooring in some places, and various day and dining halls. In fact, the 
house may be said to be sadly in want of repairs, and each day that 
necessary improvements are deferred only tends to render them more 
urgent and more expensive. 

The establishment is over forty-two years occupied, and consequently 
very materially deteriorated in every respect. The sooner the Board 
undertakes to remedy wants, the more economical will be the result. 

I shall endeavour to meet the Governors on an early occasion, and 
with them and the architect of the Board of Control discuss the subject. 

February 26, 1809. — Visited and found the establishment in a satis- 
factory state, and the books regularly kept. 

nth April, 1869. — Since my report made on the 18th January, 

17 patients have been added to the then number, 329. There being 
now 346 in the house at same time that over 20 applicants are await- 
ing admission. 

It is quite clear then the institution will ere long become much 
overcrowded, and the more so from the indiscriminate co mmit tal of all 
kinds of the insane by magistrates. This is a serious question for the 
consideration of the Board, as I fear, notwithstanding the removal of 
the Clare patients to Ennis, that this asylum will be found too small for 
the district of Limerick alone. 

The establishment generally is in very good order, and there can be 
no doubt of the care and attention bestowed on the inmates, who, as a 
body, continue to be remarkably healthy. 

The day-rooms and dormitories are clean and well ventilated, but 
with the proposed limitation of the number of attendants I apprehend 
inconvenience and a want of regularity must accrue. The resident 
physician informs me that on the close of the month there wifi be only 
nine female attendants to look after 172 patients. It is out of the ques- 
tion to expect that one person can superintend nineteen lunatics ; and 
above all, excitable Limerick lunatics, as many of them are, dangerous con- 
sequences may arise. Both in a protective and curative point of view the 
proportion should not beless than one attendant to fourteen insane persons. 

The visits of the officers are regular, and the provisions are reported 
as of good quality. 

21st April, 1869. — Inspected the institution, and found every part of 
it in very creditable order, with the exception of the woodwork ; the 
doors and door-frames in the corridors require painting, not only for 
appearance sake, but what is equally necessary, if not more so, for their 
preservation. I quite concur with the remarks made by my colleague 
respecting the contemplated reduction of the staff of attendants. The 
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number of female attendants in the refractory divisions is far below tbe 
requirements of it, tbe patients of which are very much more refractory 
than in other asylums. 

ls£ July , 1869. — The house is becoming overcrowded; the sanitary 
condition, however, is the most satisfactory. 

On a former visit I referred to the paucity of attendants, particularly 
in the female divisions. I would again do so. In two of these, with 
fifty-two lunatics, some of them refractory, there are only three nurses, 
who cannot be held responsible for any accident that may occur. The 
influx of patients still goes on, so in my opinion it is highly advisable 
to be prepared for violent cases ; one of the kind was received yester- 
day evening. 

I consider the establishment to be altogether very orderly. 

3 Oth July, 1869. — Inspected, and found the institution in a very 
satisfactory state as to order and cleanliness. The health of the patients 
is good, there being only three females confined to bed, and one male. 
I am glad to find the Board have given directions to have the painting 
and other matters connected with the general repairs, so much required, 
attended to. 

Doctor Fitzgerald being on sick leave, I find on reference to the 
“ Morning Statement ” hook, that the visiting physician, Doctor Gelston, 
has been very attentive and regular in his attendance, visiting the 
asylum twice daily. 

The number of patients in the establishment is 352. Males, 182 ; 
females, 170. 

The nurse of No. 2 division complains of having too many patients 
under her charge, stating that she had twenty-four, having only half the 
assistance of No. 3 assistant ward’s maid. It also appears that the 
nurse of No. 3 is equally over-worked, having only half the assistance 
of her own ward’s maid, with twenty-six patients to look after. 

The women have, in my opinion, every reason to complain, and 
should an accident occur can scarcely be held responsible under the 
circumstances. 



LONDONDERRY. 

1 &th September, 1869. — I made a very minute inspection of the 
Derry Distinct Asylum on my present visit. With regard to the patients, 
male and female alike, I feel satisfied every care is bestowed on them. 
As a body they appear orderly, contented, and suitably clad. The 
sanitary condition of the establishment is very satisfactory, none of 
the inmates being confined to bed from illness, and none under restraint 
of any kind. 

I am happy to learn that Doctor Smith, the resident medical super- 
intendent, employs a considerable number of the men on the farm, and 
that the matron within doors lias a good average of the females indus- 
triously occupied. 

I examined the provisions, which I consider to he of excellent quality. 
The bread and milk particularly so. The extern officers, I understand, 
are regular in their attendance ; still I could desire their visits to he 
accurately entered, and that the daily statement book be more fully 
noted. 

On various former occasions, and for a series of years, I have felt it 
incumbent on me to direct the attention of the Board, to the very 
numerous structural deficiencies in the institution, which is unquestion- 
ably, and by far, the most backward in Ireland. In truth it is not at 
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present creditable to a county and city such as constitute the district. Minutes or 
The buildings are in a semi-dilapidated condition internally, as the 

Governors will, I am sure, perceive on a minute examination, when the ‘ 

resident physician will point out the wants. 

Some of the dormitories are overcrowded, and instead of affording, 
as they ought, about 500 cubic feet, with good means of ventilation for 
each bed, do not allow one half the amount. In No. 2 day-room the 
cubic area is 5,280 feet — in it during the winter months thirty-one in- 
dividuals dwell by day and get their meals. 

There is but one bath — and that a cold one — only out of doors, also for 
100 males. I merely refer to these facts to indicate, among others, the 
wants of the asylum. 

I regret on looking over the proceedings of some past Boards to find 
the Governors on some points in antithesis with me. I can assure 
them nothing would be more unpleasant to me than to feel myself in 
opposition to their views, when, in fact, to a very considerable extent 
I coincide with them. 

Some of the attendants spoke to me in regard to their salaries and 
allowances, but as the Governors intend reconsidering the subject, I, of 
course, decline to interfere. 

MABYBOBOTTGH. 

March 5, 1869. — On my visit this day to the Maryborough District 
Asylum, I could not fail to observe the order, regularity, and, I may 
add, the scrupulous cleanliness of this whole establishment. The day- 
rooms, corridors, and sleeping-rooms, congregated and single, were alike 
fresh, well ventilated, and of an equal temperature. The patients appear 
to be very comfortable, well clad, and supplied with good bedding. In 
the infirmaries two only are confined to bed from illness, though there 
are some few of them of weakly habits or convalescent. No person was 
under restraint of any kind. The total number of lunatic inmates 
amounts at present to 213, who, it may be said, are equally chargeable 
to the King’s and Queen’s counties respectively — 109 to the former, and 
104 to the latter. Of the total, 103 are females, showing how propor- 
tionate is the ratio of insanity between the two sexes. 

The provisions are reported to me, by Dr. J. Hatchell, the resident 
medical superintendent, to be, on the average, of excellent quality, save 
the milk, which is occasionally inferior, but at the price — 6 d. a gallon — 
this may be in part accounted for, it being a price below the ordinary 
one \ however, a contractor should, as a rule, be bound to his engage- 
ment. 

The domestic management of the house, generally, leaves but little to 
be desired ; and the proposed musical band, when established, cannot 
fail to prove beneficial to the patients. 

On a former inspection, some three years since, I directed the atten- 
tion of the Board to the advisability of enlarging the farm. At that 
period the institution was not calculated to accommodate satisfactorily 
190 inmates. It is now capable to contain nearly 100 more, and if land 
was then required, it is obviously more so at present. I may remark 
that a recognised principle in all asylums is, to have a liberal extent of 
land attached to them, both for employment and to do away, as far as 
possible, with a monotonous existence in this too circumscribed limit. 

The Knglish Commissioners propose to . employ four patients to an acre. 

On that calculation there should be sixty at Maryborough. Now 
there are only sixteen. My colleague and I, though we have 
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succeeded in increasing the extent of asylum farms generally, do not go 
to that extent. If ten or twelve additional acres be taken at the rear 
of the buildings, we should be quite satisfied. 

I venture to hope, under existing and prospective circumstances, that 
the subject will be taken into their earliest consideration by the 
Governors. 

September 7, 1869. — I this day inspected the Maryborough District 
Asylum, and had the pleasure of meeting the Board of Governors. The 
whole establishment I cannot but regard in every detail as being in the 
most satisfactory condition, and highly creditable to its management. 

MONAGHAN. 

April 20, 1869. — I have this day inspected the Monaghan District 
Asylum buildings, and find them generally in a fit state for the reception 
of patients. In the first instance it will be advisable to have the tran- 
quil and useful portions of the inmates belonging to the two counties of 
Monaghan and Cavan transferred to this institution, and I see no diffi- 
culty in effecting this by the close of the second week in May. Subse- 
quently — when the house gets into order — the lunatics in the gaols of 
the district, as well as the remaining portion at Armagh, can be brought 
over within ten days or a fortnight. Dr. MfKinstry at Armagh, who 
has been written to on the subject, will make due preparations, and 
have, between males and females, from sixty to seventy ready for trans- 
mission. There are at present 206 patients belonging to this district at 
the Armagh Asylum. The weigh-bridge proposed by the Board is most 
necessary, and will be erected as soon as possible. There are various re- 
quirements throughout the house which should be attended to. I have 
spoken in reference to them with the resident physician, and either my 
colleague or myself will take an early opportunity to meet the Governors, 
to discuss the matters in point with them. 

MULLINGAB. 

February 20, 1869. — The number of lunatic inmates this day in the 
Mullingar District Asylum, appears to be the same as on the date of my 
last inspection — the 17th November, 1868. The aggregate (of course 
with a variation of individuals) amounting to 323 — 171 males and 152 
females.. The sanitary state of the establishment is truly satisfactory, 
one patient alone being confined to bed by bodily indisposition, while the 
appearance of the patients generally — none being under restraint of any 
kind — indicates the attention bestowed on them. 

The various apartments, day-rooms, dormitories, and corridors, I find 
to he very clean and orderly, and the bedding unexceptionally good. In 
some of the day-rooms, however, the ventilation, particularly in close, 
damp weather, such as the present, needs improvement. There is clearly 
not sufficient fresh air admitted from without, while that inside is pent 
up and offensive. This deficiency can be remedied easily, and at a tri- 
fling cost, by substituting a wooden moveable sash, in the mode suggested 
to Dr. Berkeley, the resident physician, for one, or a portion of one, of 
fixed iron in a window of each apartment. 

The kitchen is alike badly circumstanced, a louvre should be con- 
structed in it to carry off the very disagreeable smell which spreads 
through the body of the house when vegetables are being cooked. I 
cannot but think that for the comfort of the patients, for the facilities , 
of giving them their meals warm and well served, as well as for a better 
supervision, to say nothing of avoiding the necessity of conveying food 
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three times a day through, corridors, from the kitchen to the day-rooms Minutes or 
— some distant nearly, if not, 200 yards — and the soiling of the floorings lNS jy^ 10 ‘ v ’ 

thereby, it is highly ad-visible that here, as in almost all the asylums in 

Ireland (certainly in those erected within the last twenty years) a refec- 
tory should be erected, an apartment, too, be it remembered, if prdperly 
devised, available from time to time for other useful purposes. With 
the cost of buildings now in progress for 100 patients, that for a refectory 
can be included through Treasury advances payable as heretofore. I 
am quite aware how anxious the Governors are to keep down expenses, 
hut when an obvious and lasting benefit occurs, too rigid an economy is 
injudicious. I have already deemed it a duty to bring under the notice 
of the Board the unmistakably restricted extent of land attached to the 
asylum, even for 300 patients. How, with an enlargement extending 
its accommodation to fully 430, the want of more ground becomes the 
more patent. While on the subject I may observe that within the last 
six months I attended two Boards of the Omagh Asylum — where an 
addition for 100 beds, and also for a dining hall, is in progress, to urge 
the utility of enlarging the farm. At the last meeting a resolution was 
passed to purchase thirty additional acres. I proposed only from twenty 
to two-and-twenty here. 

Having, in a previous repo it, entered into a calculation of the cost 
and the levy in repayment, as well as in the advantages of taking more 
land, it is unnecessary for me to dwell further on the matter. Suffice it 
to observe that assuming the whole expenditure on a complete range of 
buildings, land enclosure, &c., to be at the outside £10,000, the annual 
cost of liquidating the loan in fourteen years on the valuation of the 
three counties of Meath, Longford, and Westmeath, amounting to 
£1,010,000— now that the primitive debt is paid off— would be about 
two-thirds of a farthing in the pound. Thus the district would have, in 
every detail, a perfect institution, creditable to the component counties, 
and adequate to meet all their legitimate demands. 

May 9, 1869. — I find the establishment generally in a very satisfactory 
state, though the house is overcrowded. 

I regret to observe that little progress has been made in the new 
buildings, although ample material appears to he on the premises. On 
my return to Lublin I shall bring the subject under the notice of the 
Board of Control, so that not only no farther delay may occur on the 
part of the contractor, but that lost time shall be made up. 

December 22, 1869. — I this day visited the Mullingar District Asylum 
for the purpose of examining the grounds immediately adjoining the 
existing farm, and to see what portion of them from their position 
would prove most beneficial to the patients and useful to the institution. 

It appears to me that about one half of the amount of land proposed to 
be purchased should be at each side of the asylum, in other words, ten 
acres at the town or western, and ten at the Bathconnell or eastern side. 

The wings of the main building abut on the boundary walls, while the 
frontage area of a very imposing edifice is restricted ; hence the view 
from within is at present much confined. 

A letter has been addressed to the local Board here by the Commis- 
sioners of Control, requesting a plan of the grounds ; when forwarded 
to their office Messrs. Brassington and Gale will make the usual valua- 
tion prior to any inquisition, of which due information will be given to 
the Governors. 

At the last meeting of the Mullingar Asylum Board, a resolution was 
passed supporting one transmitted to it from that at Eallamey, depre- 
cating all interference on the part of the Inspectors in the taking of 
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contracts. Without presuming to question for a moment the right of 
the Governors to express their wishes or opinions, or of public journals 
to comment upon them, I still venture to think that the Board of this 
asylum, as that at Killamey, laboured under a misapprehension as to 
facts. The procedure pointed out in the circular of the Inspectors is 
virtually and simply the same as that which for sixteen years has been 
adopted in both and in all similar institutions in this country. If 
productive of any practical inconvenience it is to be presumed that ere 
this the intelligent members of the Mullingar Board would have dis- 
covered it of themselves. The whole subject has been referred to the 
consideration of the Lord Lieutenant, who felt he could not accede 
to the propositions of the Killamey Governors. It is no pastime to the 
Inspectors to inquire every year into some two or three thousand 
tenders ; but as the statute imposes such an obligation on them, the 
circular in question was intended to establish a uniformity in all asylums, 
to the propriety of which seventeen out of twenty-one Boards acceded. 
On inquiry the Governors of the Mullingar Asylum will find that in 
course of the past twelve years, on two occasions only the Inspectors 
did not ratify a contract proposed by them, and that in one instance 
certainly, if not in both, the Board itself coincided in their decision. 

No doubt tenders and signed contracts have been occasionally re- 
turned to the Resident Superintendent in consequence of some clerical 
informality, or to have omissions formally filled up. 

In conclusion, I may observe that no institutions in the empire are 
more favoured than Irish district asylums — all moneys needed for their 
construction being advanced by the Lord Lieutenant in Council, without 
a single farthing of interest of any kind, with a period granted for their 
repayments, extending to fourteen years after completion. At present 
over £400,000 is so due, and in process of slow liquidation, while about 
£140,000 a year is further advanced through the office of the Inspectors 
on quarterly estimates for current support — the moral of which, as 
regards the Mullingar district individually, is simply, that since the 
opening of the establishment the ratepayers have benefited by a clear 
saving of £14,600. Under such circumstances the Treasury naturally 
requires a certain amount of control and information on the matter of 
expenditure. 

If, however, the Governors of Irish districts asylums desire to forego 
the benefit of these advances, I am quite sure, as further retrenchment 
is the order of the day, the Chancellor of the Exchequer, on receiving 
from the Chief Secretary a notification of their wishes, will give them 
a most favourable and prompt consideration. 

With reference to the construction of single cells in the new buildings, 
I think, but with great deference to the opinion of the Board, that it 
would be an injudicious arrangement. These buildings were intended 
to accommodate 100 inmates; if cells are made in them, there will be a 
loss thereby of at least twenty beds, the want of which at some future 
period will have to be repaired. I am quite sensible of the benevolent 
motives which influenced the Governors in objecting to the conversion 
of at. present an almost useless wing to dormitory purposes ; but, by 
substituting wood-flooring for flagging, enlarging the windows, so as to 
effect thorough ventilation and lightsomeness, plastering the walls, and, 
at the same time, sloping down the ground in front, which can be done 
in a few days by the patients, I am satisfied, that at a less expense than 
by interfering with the new buildings, from ten to twelve well-adapted 
cells can be constructed — thus increasing, instead of, as in the other 
instance, diminishing, the general provision.

App. H.] and Private Lunatic Asylums in Ireland. 

OMAGH. 

March 20, 1869. — On my inspection of the Omagh Lunatic Asylum 
this day, I found it in every respect in very creditable condition consi- 
dering the overcrowded state it is in at present, there being from Tyrone 
152 males and 129 females — total 281 j from Fermanagh 56 males and 
46 females — total 102, making in all in the house this day 208 males, 
175 females — total 383, which is 83 over the number for which the 
house is intended. Notwithstanding this overcrowded state the sanitary 
condition of the establishment is very satisfactory, there being only three 
patients confined to bed. 

I am glad to learn that the Governors are alive to the necessity of 
using great caution and care in admitting patients as dangerous lunatics, 
who cannot properly be classed as such. 

September 16, 1869. — I this day inspected the Omagh District Asylum, 
which is no doubt overcrowded by nearly a hundred patients beyond its 
primitive accommodation, still I find it in a very satisfactory condition, 
clean, orderly, and on the whole well ventilated with a most remarkable 
immunity from bodily disease ; one individual alone out of so large a 
number — 397, being confined to bed, and that one a female, from slight 
indisposition. This fact alone bespeaks the care and consideration ex- 
tended to the inmates, the more so as there is not a single instance of re- 
straint in the establishment. The buildings are rapidly progressing, and 
appear to be executed in a workmanlike manner, and I am happy to 
perceive from the proceedings of the last Board, that the Governors have 
adopted my recommendations with regard to the take of additional land. 

I think it, however, far more advisable and decidedly much more economi- 
cal to purchase rather than take a farm on lease. I hope to be able to 
attend the next meeting, or at farthest the one subsequent to consult 
with the Governors on some details. 

November 13, 1869. — As I hope to be present at the next meeting of 
the Board of Governors, I must make no observations on the general 
condition of the asylum, which is as heretofore satisfactory. In accord- 
ance with the wishes of the Board, I shall on my return to Dublin 
have a valuator from the office of Messrs. Geale and Brassington come 
down to report on the ground (about twenty or four-and-twenty acres as 
the lie of the land admits of) which it is proposed should be taken. 

The kitchen apparatus is in very bad working order, and it may be 
advisable not alone for utility, but economy, to change it ; and as new 
seats and refectory tables will be required for the din i ng-hall, I think 
Dr. West had better see those at present in use, as well as the culinary 
apparatus, in the metropolitan institution, so as better to inform the 
Board on the best to be selected. 

SLIGO. 

May 11, 1869. — I find on my present official visit to the Sligo 
District Asylum, the whole institution in the most satisfactory state ; 
whether the care and kindness bestowed on the inmates, their general 
appearance of comfort and healthy condition, or the interior organization 
of the house itself be taken into account. 

I am happy to observe that there is a fair margin of vacancies, in 
consequence of some of the utterly demented and idiotic being sent to the 
adjoining poorhouse, where, on inspecting them yesterday with Dr. 
M‘Munn, we both considered them on the whole, well circumstanced. I see 
no reason whatever why other poorhouses in the district should not 
accommodate a few of the idiotic belonging to them, to ease further 
pressure on this institution. 
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With regard to the Privy Council rules bearing on the wages of the 
attend, ants, I quite agree in the view of the Governors, and have spoken 
to the resident physician as to the course to be adopted to meet their 
wishes. 

I examined the various departments, kitchen, laundry, store-rooms, 
&c., &c., and found them in excellent order. 

October 1, 1869. — There are at this date 249 patients in the Sligo 
District Asylum, 140 males and 109 females ; of the whole, 149 belong 
and are chargeable to Sligo, and 100 to Leitrim • a fair proportion as 
between the two constituent counties, Leitrim being still somewhat 
below its proper complement. 

I have nothing to observe in regard to the condition of the establish- 
ment and the general care bestowed on the inmates, beyond what I have 
so frequently stated in preceding reports. I find the same order, 
cleanliness, and attention pervading the institution. The inmates, as 
a body, are particularly healthy, two being confined to bed from illness. 

The proportion of the supposed curable to incurable is scarcely a fourth 
of the former to the latter, and when the fact of the original accommo- 
dation being now occupied with the exception of one solitary "bed, it 
should be a warning to the Governors to be most particular in the 
individuals they admit, and they should further bear in mind the claims 
of Leitrim over those of Sligo, till an equilibrium be established. 

Instead of receiving chronic cases from poorhouses, they ought to be 
removed in exceptional cases to them, unless the ratepayers of the 
district wish to have a new asylum erected, or to separate Leitrim from 
Sligo. The most unsuitable cases have been sent continually to asylums 
as dangerous lunatics, so much so that Government has been obliged 
within the last month to issue a circular to magistrates warning them 
aga ins t illegalities in the procedure, and calling on the resident physicians 
of asylums to report at once any case where the law was not strictly 
carried out. 

No magistrate, on his own authority alone, and no magistrate without 
personally seeing an alleged lunatic, and having the depositions made 
before him, and calling in the assistance of a duly qualified medical man, 
so as to satisfy himself that the party is bond fide violent and actually 
dangerous, is justified in signing a committal. On the other hand, the 
Board of Governors here, of their own authority and on the recommenda- 
tion of the physicians, can discharge a patient when in their opinion he 
ceases to be dangerous. 

I examined the books, &c., &c., they are regularly kept, and the out- 
door affairs duly attended. 

November 3, 1869. — Visited, and found the whole establishment 
most satisfactory. As the house is becoming thronged, I was desirous 
to have suitable sleeping accommodation for any excess of patients. Dr. 
M'Munn and I agree that a portion of the top corridors might be 
converted to dormitory purposes, but we t hin k that in the winter months 
due attention should he paid to securing sufficient warmth. Dr. 
M‘Mnnn will submit to the Board what we deem most advisable for its 
consideration. 



WATERFORD. 

February 17, 1869. — On my inspection this day of the Waterford 
District Asylum, I find in it 165 patients, 76 males and 89 females, of 
whom in the aggregate 108 are chargeable to the county, 57 to the 
city. The population of the former is 134,000, of the latter 23,000— the 
city thus has much more than double the proportion of lunatics to 
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support. The general condition of the institution is most satisfactory, 
indicating the attention bestowed on its working by the Board of 
Governors, the resident physician, and, indeed, the whole staff. The 
late additions now perfected will admit of less crowding both in the 
dormitories and day-rooms. With due care in the admission of patients, 
I anticipate that the house will be found fully equal to the wants of the 
district. There is a class of inmates in the adjoining poorhouse which I 
saw this day, if placed here, they would occupy room convertible to more 
useful purposes, I refer to the idiotic and hopelessly demented there, and 
who appear to be very carefully looked after. The sanitary condition of 
the house is good ; three individuals alone being confined to bed from 
illness. 

May 18, 1869. — I have always great pleasure in visiting this asylum, 
it is kept in such very perfect order in every respect. The resident 
physician evidently spares no pains in working the establishment to the 
benefit of the patients and the public. The laundry and kitchen are the 
only parts of the institution that appear defective and inadequate to its 
wants. 

December 23, 1869. — Inspected the Waterford Asylum this day, and 
.1 found every part in a very satisfactory condition. 
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
